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FUTURE THE DEPUTIES 


Effects of Proposed New Committee 
ANXIETY FOR FATE OF ELECTED BODY 


At the meeting of the Deputies on Sunday, an important discussion was held concerning 
the newly formed consultative committee composed of communal leaders. 

While in the opinion of some the new committee would in no way interfere with the status 
and work of the Deputies as the representative body of Anglo-Jewry, others expressed the fear 
that the new committce would in course of time supersede the Deputies, leaving them with only 


routine functions to perform. 


The President, in the course of the meeting, spoke of the grave necessity of continuing the 
defence work of the Deputies, and referred to the menace of anti-Semitic Nazi activities in the 


country. 


Mr. Nevitce J. Lasxt, K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese), 
the President, presided on Sunday morning over a meet- 
ing of the Board of Deputies of British Jews which was 
held at Woburn House. 

The President made a statement, in the course of 
which he said that the catastrophe looming when they 
last met had come upon them. They now met in the 
fourth week of the war and their first thoughts must 
be with those who had already experienced and were 
experiencing all the horrors of a war waged by a ruth- 
less enemy. Their admiration for the defenders of 


Poland was mingled with the deepest sorrow for the’ 


hundreds of thousands of men, women, and children 
who had been cruelly done to death. The fate 
of the general Polish population under Germany must 
be dire, but there would,.they feared, be added persecu- 
tion for their co-religionisis in Poland, who knew 
only too well from the lot of the Jews of Germany in the 
days of so-called peace what was to be. awaited from 
Germany, 


Helping the National Effort 


When war came, went on Mr, Laski, those at the 
head of communal organisations had to take quick 
decisions appropriate to the circumstances. The Officers 
of the Board were in frequent consultation with Govern- 
ment authorities and the heads of other communal 
organisations, so that in every way possible the Com- 
munity could help in the national effort. One of the 
first activities to shut down was that connected with 
the immigration of refugees. Certain essential depart- 
ments of the refugee organisations decided to evacuate, 
but the heads of the organisations—Jewish and non- 
Jewish—still conducted their executive activities from 


Bloomsbury House. 


A register of volunteers for National Service was 
opened, and it was safe to say that practically every 
refugee in a position to render service had enrolled him- 
self or herself. Whatever advantage would be taken 
of that reservoir of willing service depended very largely 
on the work of investigation of the Aliens Tribunals 
which had been set up all over the country, and on the 
subsequent policy of the Government. There was no 
doubt of the sympathy and considerate attitude of the 
Government and the country to the refugees who were 
technically “ enemy aliens.” 

The evacuation of large numbers of children and 


@dults from the evacuation areas had brought in its 


train, 


in. spite of the admirable arrangements made 
beforehand, a host of problems mainly of a psycho- 
logical nature. Over and above these general problems 
there had in certain districts arisen difficulties originat- 
ing in the difference of faith. between hosts and guests. 
In a large number of Jewish evacuee cases these diffi- 
culties had been overcome as a result of explanations 
made, by tactful persons on the spot. In cases where 
Jewish teachers or suitable persons were not available 
to explain the guests to the hosts and vice versa, steps 
had been taken, with the co-operation of the Chief 
Rabbi and Mr. Herbert Adler, first to find out the 
extent of the problem and secondly to send suitable 
Jewish and non-Jewish persons to deal with the situa- 
tion in the tactful way which was’ necessary. 


Defence: Constant Vigilance 


The Public Relations Department of the Board had 
been called in to help, and he was sure they would 
agree that this was one kind of work which came under 
the new definition of defence work which must now be 
adopted to meet the altered circumstances. 

But whilst much of the defence work of the Com- 
munity, continued the Presideat, had taken new direc- 
tions, it must not be supposed for a moment that the 
necessity for constant vigilance had decreased. There 
was plenty of evidence that anti-Semitic, pro-Nazi

PALESTINE’S LOYALTY 
TO ENGLAND 


Towards a Tripartite 
Understanding 


BRITAIN MUST GIVE A LEAD 


[From our Correspondent-—JERUSALEM] . 


It is too. early to predict the outcome of the war in 
Eastern and Western Europe, but it is opportune to 
gauge, even in these very early stages of hostilities, 
the effect of the conflict upon the position in Palestine: 
and .the analysis of the prevailing situation ts greatly 
assisted by the remarkable signs of loyalty to England 
and the increasingly cordial relations between the Arab 
and Jewish sections of the population which are evident 
in many. directions, 

To state that, because of the threat by Nazi Germany 
to the world crder, peace has abruptly and automatically 
returned to the strife-torn Holy Land would be laying 
oneself open to the charge of an excessive optimism 
Literally overwhelmed by the tremendous import of 
world news are the accounts of continuing, although 
sporadic, terrorism-and brigandage in Palestine. 

There remains here a small but defiant, active 
minority, probably no more than a couple of hundred 
in number, which is carrying on as usual with the 
blood-sports of the past three and a half years, either 


for the sheer love of adventure or for the sake of loot 
and settling personal scores. 
Fraternisation 
On the: other hand, the major event of war 


and the consequent economic 
probably “for the duration,” all thought of political! 
squabbling. Since the Zionist Congress closed at 
Geneva, the British Government have had ample 
opportunity for ascertaining the genuine advocacy of 
the democratic cause by the Jewish people, no matter 
what their past bitterness. 

The Arabs have, although without 
authoritative testimonies, been showing a similiar spirit 
no less sinceré. © Gangsterism and racketeering are 
viewed with no less opprobrium in Palestine as, on a 

wider scale, in Europe. 

The fraternisation of the two communities has been 
evinced in a number of directions.. It would obviously 
be foolish to rely too much upon the outward signs as

organisations who had, because of the war, to go 
under cover at any rate as far as their Nazi activities 
were concerned, were just as active in a subterranean 
fashion in propagating their anti-Jewish views. It 
must not supposed that these activities were 
unobserved or that the authorities were not made 
aware of them at once. 

Certain questions, said Mr. Laski, relating to the 
position of evacuated children, such as the provision 
of religious teaching, opportunities for worship, and the 
provision of kasher food, had been under considera- 
tion of Committees initiated by the Chief Rabbi and the 
appropriate organisations, and on those Committees the 
Board had been represented. The question of religious 
education had, to the best of his information, been 
arranged as satisfactorily as circumstances permitted, 
and more would be done in the future. The question of 
the provision of canteens was rather more difficult, 
chiefly on account of monetary obstacles. 

The Chief Rabbi had set up a Committee, of which 
he was a member as President of the Board, to deal 
with matters of a religious nature that might arise as 
a result of the enrolment of Jews in the military forces. 


Emergency Suggestion 


In consequence of the Government's severe restrictions 
in the early days of the war on public gatherings, it had 
seemed undesirable to summon any meetings of the 
Board, and a notice was accordingly sent out to all 
members, indicating at the same time that the Honorary 
Officers and Chairmen of Committees would carry on 
the work in the meantime, though the President was 
empowered to call a meeting at any time. The relaxa- 
tion of those restrictions led the Officers, in consulta- 
tion with the Chairmen of Committees, to the view that 
it was desirable to hold an early meeting in order that 
the powers for carrying on the work might be formally 
vested in the Officers aud Chairmen of Committees. 

He need hardly say that there was no. desire 
in any way to derogate from the functions of the Board 
or its democratic constitution. Meetings would be held 
whenever possible, but it might prove impossible to hold 
such meetings, and the Board would no doubt be ready 
to give up its deliberative functions, as had County 
Councils and other deliberative assemblies throughout 
the country, and be ready to hand the conduct of affairs 
to a small Executive. 


Executive Committee Resolution 


It was with these last considerations in mind and with 
the full authority of his fellow-Officers and the Chair- 
men of Committees whom he had consulted, that he 
moved a resolution which, in brief, 

entrusted the Board's functions during the war, be- 
tween Board meetings, to an Executive Committee 
consisting of the President of the Board for the time 
being as Chairman, the other Hon. Officers and Chair- 
men of Committees for the time being, and such other 

- members as the Executive Committee should elect. 

Provision was made for the election of members if 
vacancies occurred, and the resolution further pro- 
vided for Board meetings only at the Executive Com- 
mittee’s absolute discretion; Finally, the resolution 
allowed the Executive Committee power to authorise 
expenditure, without limit, of the Board's funds for 
the work of the Board (subject to the terms of. any 
trusts). 

Mr. Treo. H. Fircerstone (Cardiff, Old) said there must 
be in this country quite a number of refugees deliberately 
posing as Jews who had been sent here by the enemy. 


Nazi Spies as “ Refugees ” 


Mr. Orro M. Schr, C.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) 


said the fact referred to by Mr. Fligelstone was perfectly 
well known to the Government and the Home. Office. 
There had been a number of cases where no doubt the 
letter “J™ had been deliberately put on a passport in 
Germany and it had been discovered here that the persons 
in question were not Jews In this connection, Mr. Schiff 
said that after the Austrian Anschluss the Gestapo even 
deliberately forged British visas, a fact which was also 
known to the British Government. He informed the Board 
that there were roughly a thousand people interned,, some 
of whom had been released. 

As regards the present position of refugees, Mr. Schiff 
continued, it was a very unfortunate one, because through 
the outbreak of war a very large number had been thrown 
out of work, and the claims on the organisation's finances 
were increasing almost daily. The most seriously affected 
were the domestic servants. There were about 17,000 
“non-Aryan ™ domestic servants in this country—not only 
Jews—of whom about 8,000 had lost their jobs. | 

Mr. A. S. Ditamonp (West London) said he had. been 
informed by the Movement for the Care of Children from 
Germany that in some cases—relatively but few— 
guarantors, in reliance upon whose agreements children 


had been brought to this country, had not fulfilled their 
agreements. Every time this occurred an additional burden 
was thrown on the organisation, which was already over- 


weighted with its responsibilities. It was of the utmost 


importance that everyone who had undertaken be 
responsible for a child should recognise that he had 
accepied mot only a legal obligation bul also a moral 


responsibility of the most urgent nature to the child, to 
the Movement, and to the Community generally. 


A Meeting at New Court 


Mr. Laski said he attended, on invitation, a meeting 
at New Court on September 12, at which there were 
present a number of gentlemen representing various 
communal activities. At that meeting it was suggested 
that it might serve a useful purpose in the present 
emergency if those gentlemen would form a body for 
the purpose of consultation, and that there should be set 
up a small executive body which in ‘no way would 
impinge on the autonomy of individual institutions, 
which would carry on their ordinary work as they had 
done hereiofore. 

Certain. misapprehensions, said Mr. Laski, arose with 
regard to that proposal, and Mr. Leonard Stein and he 
suggested to Mr. Lionel de Rothschild that he should put 
in the form of a letter addressed to Mr. Stein and himself 
the suggestions that had been made in relation to: which 
the meeting had taken place. Mr. Stein and he had received 
in their respective capacities of President of ‘the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and President of the Board of Deputies 
a letter in identical terms, and he would say on behalf of 
Mr: Stein and himself that though, of course, they would 
take the direction of the Board, nevertheless they thought 
it desirable, and they would both strongly urge.to be 
permitted, to accept the invitation which was conveyed. 

He would be the last, he declared, so long as he held 
the office of President of the Board, to permit any person 
or persons, body or bodies, to derogate from the functions 
of that body and the Community. 

The letter. from Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, which the 
President read. was as follows: ?; 

At a meeting held on September 12, 1939, at which you 

“were present, it was unanimously agreed that a useful purpose 

would be served in the present emergency by the setting up 

of a smail Committee of the representatives of leading Jewish 
organisations and other persons holding responsible positions 
in the Community. 

[he intention is that the Committee. shall meet from time 
to time for.an exchange of views on questions of Jewish con- 
cern as they arise and shall be available for consultation on 
any matter on which any other Jewish body may desire to 
refer to it for advice. 

The established organisations now in existence will of course 
retain their autonomy unimpaired and will continue to eéxer- 
cise their normal functions, but it is believed that as an advis- 
ory and consultative body the Committee may be in a position 
to be of service to the Community in the present emergency. 

1 hope you will agree to serve on the Committee which it 
is proposed to constitute as follows: 

Ihe Chief Rabbi: Mr Lionel de Rothschild: Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, K.C.:. Lord Bearsted: Sir Max Bonn: Mr. Neville 
Laski, K.C.; The Marquis of Reading: Mr. Leonard J. Stein; 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen, and Dr. Weizmann. 


Relegating Board's Authority 


In the course of the discussion, Mr. Percy Couen, C.B.E. 
(Association of Jewish Friendly Societies), said while the 
Board was willing to consult and co-operate with any 
bodies or individuals with a view to the more effective 
handling of communal problems during the emergency, 
the Board of Deputies was the only body representative 
of Anglo-Jewry, and intended to continue to perform its 
functions as such. Was all the Board’s work, he asked. 
to go for naught and the Board to be reduced by the 
Suggestion that had been made merely to working out 
routine matters? And were they no longer to be in a 
position to discuss major issues? 

The letter, he went on, stated that the Committee 
should be available for consultation on any matter on 
which any other Jewish body might desire to refer to it 
for: advice. The Board was thus relegated to a subordinate 
and inferior status, which was an insult to the body which 
hundreds of Jewish organisations had paid to: build up. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN stressed the point that the proposed 


Committee was not to have, as he understood it, any 
executive functions at all, and it was not to claim the 
right to take decisions on behalf of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community or, indeed, to take any decisions whatever 
except a decision to express a certain view, if it was asked 
to express a view for the information of some other 
Jewish body. 

The idea, as he understood it, was simply this: these 
were abnormal times, and though the Board was 
undoubtedly the authoritative spokesman of the Anglo- 
Jewish Community, nevertheless there might be outside 
the ranks of the Board certain valuable, well-informed 
people, people who had rendered great services to the 
Community, whose views and advice would be well worth 
having when certain critical questions arose. It was not 
suggested that they would be bound by that view or 
advice. What would happen would be that they would 
pool their suggestions, together with a view to rendering 
anv kind of service which they could render in a4 purely 
consultative and advisory character. 

The PRESIDENT also made it clear that it was not intended 
that the suggested body should take any action. 


Further Protests 


Mr. A. S. DiAMOND Said he was not happy about the 
proposal, and that he was quite satisfied that what was 
intended was to establish a new quasi-representative body 
which should take charge of Jewish probvlems on behaif 
of the Community. 

PRoressoR S. BropeTsky (Leeds), who made his maiden 
speech as a new member, said he had not the slightest 
ovjection to the existence of such a Committee if it were 
distinctly understood that the Board was to function 
regularly, meet every month, and if possible every week 
because of the emergency, and carry out its task fairly 
and fearlessly with every consideration for the Community. 
But if the Committee would become the real governors 
of the Community, it would only fail in its function and 
cause confusion. 

The PRESIDENT said it was not the intention or desire 
of his colleagues or himself that they should do other than 
function normally as a Board, provided, of course, that 
they were able to do so. ; 


President's Proposal 


He was prepared, he went on, if his colleagues would 
agree, to the Board’s endeavouring to furaction as best 
it could without putting the resolutions which had been 
framed in good taith by the Officers and Chairmen of 
Committees in consultation. That would also preclude 
the necessity for dividing upon amendments, [Mr. L. 
Bakstansky (Lodzer) had sent in a number of amend- 
ments to the resolutions.] But they would understand 
that if it so happened that they could not fuhction in 
their normal way they (the Deputies) would have to give 
the. Executive a Bill of Indemnity afterwards. — 

The suggestion which he made, therefore, was that he 


should not move any resolution with regard to the work 


of the Board; that they function normally as much as they 
could; and that they should consider the matter very 
gravely before they told them to return a negative answer 
to Mr. de Rothschild’s letter. 

Mr. AARON WRIGHT contended that the moment the 
President of the Board became a member of the proposed 
Committee it would have some claim to be a representative 
body and would become, in effect, some super-body with 
the right to approach Government departments. 

After further discussion, the PRESIDENT said: | 

“| suggest that you allow this letter to lie upon the 
table. Do not have any motion upon it. At the next 
meeting of the Board, perhaps at an appropriate moment, 
we can come to a decision in terms which do justice 
and honour to us and the Community whose servants we 
are. 

The Board agreed to Mr. Laski’s proposal.

** MOSLEY’S MESSAGE ” 
General Spears Advocates Legal Action 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL E. L. Spears (Con., Carlisle) 
asked the Home Secretary whether his attention had 
been drawn to the pamphlet entitled “ Mosley’s 
Message,” which was being distributed by the British 
Union of Fascists, which stated that the British Union 
of Fascists would do all in its power to awaken the 
people to demand peace; and whether he would consult 
the Director of Public Prosecutions as to the advis- 
ability of taking legal action against the authors and 
distributors. 

Sirk DONALD SOMERVELL (Attorney-General) replied 
that it would be contrary to the public interest for him 
to state what action it was proposed to take with regard 
to any particular document. All activities which might 
be prejudicial to the defence of the Realm or the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war were closely watched 
with a view to appropriate action. 


BRIGHTON “SCANDAL” EXPOSED 
Only Three Jews Seek Relief 


Cotonet J. C. WepnGwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under- 
Lyme) asked the Minister of Health whether he would 
inquire as to the number of Jewish refugees in Brighton 
who had thrown up their work and become a charge 
on the Brighton rates. 

Mr. Wacter Etztior: I have made inquiries and I 
am informed that only three Jews who have come to 
Brighton sinte the outbreak of war had received relief 
from the Brighton public assistance authority up ‘to 
yesterday morning [Wednesday of last -weck]. 

Colonel Wedgwood: Has the right hon. gentleman 
seen a statement.that was made in the Brighton Town 
Council that- whole streets of Jews have thrown up 
their jobs and come upon the rates, and may I ask 
whether that ts typical of the anti-Semitic, pro-Hitler 
propaganda in Brighton? 


THE ALIENS TRIBUNALS 


Mr. W. S. Lippacyt (Con., Lincoln) asked the Home: 


Secretary whether persons. appearing before aliens 
tribunals would be allowed to be represented; and, if 
not, what was the reason for this new procedure. 

Sik JOHN ANDERSON: The whole procedure is new 
and is designed to avoid the necessity for any general 
measure of internment. It is desired to complete the 
review with the greatest possible expedition. This object 
would not be attained if every case had to be dealt with 
as though the-alien were being tried in a court of law. 
It will be open to the tribunal. to allow the alien to 
be accompanied ‘by a friend or to bring such witnesses 
as,in the opinion of the tribunal, may be likely: to assist 
the tribunal. 


COMMANDER JAMES AND NATURALISATION 


WING-COMMANDER A. W. H. JAMeEs (Con., Welling- 
borough) asked the Home Secretary how many applica- 
tions for naturalisation were refused during 1938; how 
many persons granted naturalisation during the last 
five years had been convicted of offences: and how 
many certificates of naturalisation had been revoked 
during that period. 

Sir J. Anderson: The: number of applications for 


- Naturalisation refused in 1938 was 136. No notification 


is ordinarily received in my department when a 
naturalised person has been convicted of an offence, 
unless the conviction renders. the holder of the certi- 
ficate liable to loss of his British nationality, i.e., when 
he has been sentenced to imprisonment for a term of 
not less than twelve months, or to a term of penal 
servitude, or to a fine of not less than £100. During the 
five years ending December 31, 1938, a total of six 
certificates have been revoked. Only one of these was 
revoked as a result of a conviction. 


EAST AND WEST 
-— 
FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


“THE JERUSALEM OF LITHUANIA” 

Vilna, a city which has been a stronghold of Judaism 
for many generations, is once more under Russian 
control. It was at one time one of the greatest centres 


of Jewish learning and was known as “ the Jerusalem 
of Lithuania.” 


Its fame in Jewish learning dates from Rabbi Alijohu, 
known in Jewry as the “ Vilner Gaon ”—the genius of 
Vilna. At a later period, the Haskalah movement 
(“ Enlightenment ”) saw its beginnings in Vilna. The city 
became the centre of modern Hebrew and Yiddish litera- 
ture, as well as of Rabbinic and other religious 
publications. 

By the end of the last century, however, owing to the 
hostile attitude of the Tsarist Government to Vilna because 


it was the heart of the “Pale of Settlement,” the centre 
of Jewish cultural activity passed to Warsaw. No Hebrew 
or Yiddish paper was allowed to appear in Vilma. Such 
Hebrew, and later also Yiddish, journals as were at all 
permitted in Russia were published in Petrograd and 
Warsaw. 

It was not until 1904, after the Russo-Japanese War, 
as one gathers from the memoirs of a writer in Davar, 
that a group of Jews in Vilna succeeded in obtaining per- 
mission to publish in Hebrew and Yiddish. Two dailies, 
one in Hebrew and one in Yiddish, appeared, and, as the 
writer notes, the well-known Hebrew publishing firm 
“ Tushiah” issued numerous modern Hebrew’ works, 
including the collected works of Sholem Aleichem. The 
Hebrew HAZMAN, published in Vilna, recalls the -writer, 
was the only journal that had the courage to publish 
Bialik’s famous poem written after the Kishineff pogrom, 
“The City of Slaughter.” Up to the last war Vilna was 
an intellectual Jewish centre, but in the post-War years 
its glory had somewhat diminished. . 


WOLFSOHN AND HERZL 

It is twenty-five years since David Wolfsohn died, 
shortly after the outbreak of the last war, and the 
Jewish Press publishes articles on the occasion of the 
anniversary. Wolfsohn, it will be remembered, 
succeeded -Herzl as head of the Zionist Movement. 

An incident is recorded in UNser Wort (Riga) which, 


if perhaps apocryphal, is nevertheless interesting for the 
light it Site an te different worlds in which the two 
Zionist leaders lived. 

David Wolfsohn, a Lithuanian by birth who had had « 
Jewish training, had settled in his early youth in Cologne, 
where he became a successful businessman. He was 
greatly attached to Herzl and accompanied him in 1899 to 
Constantinople and Jerusalem, where Herzl had an 
audience with Kaiser Wilhelm. On the way from Europe, 
Herz] and Wolfsohn visited Greece, and as they stood 
near the ruins of the Acropolis Herzi was greatly moved 
by its classical beauty, and he murmured some ssages 
from Homer. Wolfsohn, however, remained im ifferent, 
whereupon Herzl looked at him sympathetically as much 
as to say: What does a timber merchant understand about 
Greek beauty! On their arrival in Jerusalem, Herzl and 
Wolfsohn visited the Kotel Maaravi (Wailing Wall). 
Wolfsohn contemplated the remains of the Holy Temple 
and his eyes filled with tears. Emotionally he quoted 
passages from the Psalms. Herzl, however, seemed to be 
quite unmoved. As they left, Wolfsohn looked at his 
leader rather sadly as if to say: How can a Viennese jurist 
understand the significance of the Wailing Wall or the 
meaning of verses from the Psalms! 

Two worlds. the writer observes, Iliad and Psalms; 
Homer and King David. Nevertheless, he concludes, there 
was a deep attachmerit and friendship between these two 
men in their. national effort. Zionist work bridged the 


gulf of the two worlds, | 
FXAMINER., 
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an indication that the threshold of an Arab-Jewish 
understanding has been reached; a good deal of spade- 
work is necessary before that can be stated with 
certainty. But the atmosphere is conducive to such 
preparations. 

The suggestion was made in an editorial article in 
Tue Jewisu CHronicite of August 25 that the Jewish 
Agency Executive might now abandon its past tactics 
of praising its achievements to the point of unassailable 
perfection and get down to brass tacks. If a really big 
move were made in the direction of establishing valuable 
contacts with the Arab population, that would be part 
of the concrete and wise policy which has frequently 
been pressed upon the Executive. . 


Government Can Help 


Another method of approach that comes to mind is 
through the Government. The authorities are setting 
up a Publicity Section to the local Public Information 


‘Office (or Press Bureau), which is an offshoot of the 


British Ministry of Information and is intended to 
present, through the Press and the radio, a constant 
picture of conditions in England and Europe. 

The machinery thus being created might with profit 
be utilised by the Palestine Administration to foster 
friendly relations among the communities here. Jews 
and Arabs are serving on official Commissions brought 
into being by the emergency; why not extend the 
system? The British officials have so far held aloof 
for various reasons, of whieh some may be appreciated 
by those on the spot, from any social contact with the 
rank and file of the population. | 

This was to be expected in view of the poljtical bitter- 
mess engendered by past conditions. But a different set 
of circumstances has developed, and a tripartite 
meeting of Britons, Jews, and Arabs, held under the 
shadow of the titanic struggle in Europe, would do 
much towards ensuring a brighter future for this land. 


Learn from the Past! 


There is no heed, as one highly-placed British resident 
remarked to me the other day, to go back to 1915-1917 
and repeat the same blunders or promise the same 
promises. It is parity plus clarity, and not charity on 
the basis of disparity, which Palestinian conditions now 
call for. 

The outcome of the last war was a tremendous and 
historic gesture of justice towards the Jewish people; 
so far as Palestine is concerned, the result of the. present 
war would justify the present sufferings if it were the 
substance of a Jewish-Arab reconciliation. 

Towards this understanding all factors in the country, 
submerging their preconceptions under the pressure of 
the new idea, might actively work. The Jews have no 
hostility towards the Arab people; it is to their Hitler 
and sub-Hitlers that the Jews cherish resentment. The 
Arabs, too, have no fundamental hatred of their Jewish 
neighbours. Rid of the gangsters and lIeft to 
themselves, they would speedily achieve the long-desired 
rapprochement, 

And whatever the ultimate form of Palestine’s 
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constitution—some circles are wondering whether the 
idea of a Crown Colony might not have its superlative 
qualities, now that to all practical intents and purposes 
this country has assumed the appearance, if not the 
legal character, of a Colonial territory—this consider- 
ation stands out paramount: The British, the Jews, and 
the Arabs must conclude a lasting alliance in Palestine. 


THE NEW SETTLEMENTS 
Fifty Since 1936 
FUTURE POTENTIALITIES 


The Agricultural Workers’ Federation of the Hista- 
druth has just issued a pamphlet giving statistical surveys 
of Jewish labour colonisation and the consolidation of 
Jewish labour in the plantation colonies. 

A detailed table concerning the fifty new Jewish settle- 
ments, mainly those of the Keren Hayesod, established 
since the outbreak of the 1936 disturbances, shows that 
the area of land acquired has been 124,612 dunams, that 
2.830 families have been settled, and that the present 
population is 5,252 persons. 

These fifty settlements comprise thirty-two Keren 
Hayesod kvutzoth and kibbutzim and seventeen small- 


‘holding villages; the fiftieth centre is now in process of 


stabilisation. Nineteen of the fifty new centres were 
established by settlers wholly or partly immigrants from 
Germany. 
Statistics concerning the membership of the Agricul- 
tural Workers’ Federation indicate that 119 existing or 
new settlements are now affiliated with it, and that there 
has been a growth in membership from 30,800 in Sep- 
tember, 1937, to 38,800, in Keren Hayesod settlements 


‘and plantation colonies, in July, 1939. 


A review outlines the great potentialities for Jewish 
agricultural development, which can provide for the 
settlement of thousands more families as part of the 
general plan for the Yishuv’s economic self-sufficiency. 


SOCIAL SERVICE COMMITTEE FORMED 
Emergency Funds Needed 


The formation of an emergency social service committee 
was decided upon at a countrywide conference of Jewish 
social service workers, called by the Vaad Leumi in 
Jerusalem to discuss the special problems arising out of the 
present international situation. 

Representatives of the Vaad Leumi invited Miss Henrietta 
Szold to head the Emergency Committee, but Miss Szold 
declined for réasons of health; she promised, however, to 
give whatever help she could. 


With Miss Szold’s assistance the Committee and its pro- 


gramme were decided upon, and work will be begun as soon 
as the sanction of the Vaad Leumi has been received. 


Three Essentials 


Rabbi M. Ostrovsky spoke on social service organisations 


- and the funds at present available, and Miss Szold addressed 


the gathering on the three essential features of the work : 
funds, man-power, and organisation. 

During the discussion, shortage of funds was repeatedly 
described as the main obstacle, and it was suggested that 
financial help should be requested from public institutions 
and the Government. 


VEGETABLES TO BE HOME-GROWN 


The Committee of the Jerusalem Jewish Community has 
launched a scheme to utilise all unbuilt on and unplanted 
urban spaces for growimg vegetables. To achieve this end, 
the Committee its offering technical guidance to al! house- 
holders who need it. 

It is hoped that other communal committees and munici- 
palites will follow this example. It is pointed out that 


though Jewish farmers are domg their utmost to stimulate 


the production of vegetables, it still needs much more effort 
to make up the shortage. It is to be noted that last year 
potatoes alone were imported into Palestine to the value 
of £89,000.

YOUTH ALIYAH 


Of the 6,175 boys and girls whom Youth Aliyah has 


brought to Palestine in the past five and a half years. somie 
1.635 have already completed their training. Seventy-six 
per cent. have remained im agriculture. Others have gone 
into marine occupations, or the police, or have become 
artisans, teachers, domestic workers, nurses, etc.

LAND OF ISRAEL NEWS ITEMS 


EMMANUEL Kaporovsxy, aged forty-two, a farmer from 
Gedera, was killed and an Arab labourer was seriously 
wounded as a result of a landmine explosion under the 
cart in which they were proceeding to work in vineyards 
Mear by. 

Oneé British soldier was killed and three wounded when 


a military patrol engaged a band of. Arab bandits at Al 
Qubeiba, near Jerusalem. 


MENASHE MIZRACHI, aged seventeen, a newspaper distri- 
butor, was shot and seriously wounded by unknown 
assailants near the Jerusalem railway station. 


E1cnt of the nine Jews wounded in the collision between 
a bus and a train at Sarafand have died, bringing the 
disaster’s death toll to twenty-six. 


A COMMITTEE to assist in the evacuation of Polish Jews 
to Palestine has been established in Tel-Aviv under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. IL. Gruenbaum. Committee has 
cabled the Federation of Polish Jews in America regarding 
measures of co-operation. 

A CONFERENCE was held in Cairo recently by representa- 
tives of Egypt, Palestine, Transjordan, Syria, Cyprus, and 
the Sudan on foodstuff resources. plan is that 
countries with an excess of food should supply those 
lacking enough.

PALESTINIANS “MAROONED ” 
IN ENGLAND 


The Jewish Agency’s Help 


From Mr. ARTHUR LOURIE 


To the Editor of Tae Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—-I- should like to refer briefly to Mr. Rivlin’s letter 
in THe JewtsH CHRONICLE of September 22, with regard 
to the position of the Palestinians stranded in London as 
a result of the refusal of the French authorities, on the 
outbreak of war, to grant transit visas. 

Mr. J. Rivlin (who was throughout the period in question 
one of the most persistent claimants of the Jewish Agency's 
good offices) knows full well that immediately the position 
became known, strenuous and unremitting efforts were 
made by the Zionist authorities to obtain some modification 
of the restrictions. These efforts were pursued with the 
French authorities both in Paris and in London, as well 
as through the Colonial Office and Foreign Office. 

Admittedly these endeavours met at first with small 
success, but it must be remembered that this was a war 
Situation and that a certain amount of dislocation was 
perhaps inevitable. Now that the initial period is over, 
it 1s hoped that the whole question may shortly be regulated 
on a more satisfactory basis. 7 

The fact remains that much time and energy were 
expended by the responsible Zionist department on behalf 
of the Palestinians concerned—and not least on behalf 
of Mr. Rivlin. In the circumstances, the: reference to 
“ haphazard efforts ™ made by the Zionist Organisation and 
the complaint that there was no person or body to turn 
to for help are, to say the least, unjustified. 

! would add that it was as a result of the Jewish Agency's 
“ haphazard efforts” that, among others, Mr. ‘Rivlin’s own 
visa was Obtained. Gratitude is hardly to be expected. 
(though it is comforting to remark that Mr. Rivlin’s attitude 
is not characteristic of that of the other Palestinians con- 
cerned), but a litthe common fairness would, perhaps; not 
be out of place.

INTERNMENT IN FRANCE 


Foreign Legion the Alternative 
OPEN-AIR CAMPS FOR THE OVER-60’s 


[From our Correspondent—P aris] 


According to a note published in the Oruvre some 
15,000 German subjects have been interned in France 
in special camps, including 5,000 in the Paris district and 
6,000 in the east of France. 7 

Their internment, says the Oruvre, has called forth 
various remarks and criticisms. The paper adds that 
sifting Commissions decide, after a careful scrutiny of 
each case, whether the refugee is to be kept or released. 
“On the other hand,” writes the paper, “ certain defici- 
encies having been recorded in the material conditions 


of existence of the internees, very precise instructions 
- have been given to improve matters.” 


The “ deficiencies” referred to in the Oruvre have, 
indeed, created a painful impression. Several thousand 
refugees have been interned in the Colombes stadium, 
near Paris, and it goes without saying that an open 
sports ground, where the inmates have to suffer from 
exposure at this time of the year, is not a fit place even 
for prisoners of war. =, 

In the case of refugees whose health has been con- 
siderably affected by a long period of physical and 
mental suffering, an open-air regime of this sort is obvi- 
ously a very hard ordeal. It must not-be forgotten 
that many of them have been living in this country 
without resources, on the verge of starvation, and in 
constant anxiety about their future. 


An Unnecessary Ordeal 
Originally, the internment affected only males of 


. German nationality (not Czecho-Slovaks; these must 


serve in the ‘Czecho-Slovak legion) of the ages between 
17 and 50. A few days ago a new decree extended the 
age of those who must go to the camps to 65. 

One can easily imagine the condition of people over 
60 affected by this measure. It is true that according 
to available information the people are treated kindly, 
and there is, of course, no question of comparing the 
French camps with German concentration camps. 
Yet kindness cannot make up for the effects 
of exposure and a bill of fare which, in the circum- 
stances, cannot be of too select a quality. (The food 
is not everywhere apparently of the same standard. At 
the camp of Maisons-Lafitte, Seine-et-Oise, which has 
only a few hundred inmates, the food is said to be good.) 

From an article in the POPpULAIRE it appears that 
the internees were forbidden to receive food parcels from 
their relatives, and that there was no canteen in the 
camp where they could buy additional food. It is to be 
hoped that these various “ deficiencies ” have now been 
or will be removed. 

Measures of precaution and control against enemy 
nationals are inevitable: Still, it remains questionable 
whether it was utterly impossible to devise some other 
mode of procedure in the case of bona fide refugees 
whose good character could be certified by the refugee 


' committees and other competent organisations, 


Spy-Mania 


_As Mr. Duff Cooper pointed out in an article pub- 
lished by Paris-Soir, the danger that German agents 
may. be active under the guise of refugees must not be 


aggerated. We may add that, as regards the darger. 


ol espionage,. women should be as suspect as men. 
Sesides, it is permissible to assume that the Nazis will 
have found it easier to recruit agents among the native 
pro-Hitler organisations than among the refugees. - At 
any rate, the fact that invalids are released from 
the camps permits one to infer that the safety factor 


_ Was perhaps not the only motive for internment. 


In the light of the facts one cannot help wondering 
whether xenophobia was not as much responsible for 
the present measures as legitimat. war-time precaution. 
One cannot forget in this connection the repeated anti- 


alien Campaigns of the popular press in this country. 


An echo of them occurs in a letter addressed to M. 
Daladier by Senator Col. Josse, who “ protests once 
more against the settlement in France of 4,500,000 
aliens, naturalised or not,” and refers to the Communist 
cells and to Berlin’s intelligence service established in 


France with the aid of foreigners. oe 


It is a debatable point whether in a war in whic 
hands will be badly needed, both to fight and to work, 
the presence of an additional 4,500,000 people is a source 
of strength or weakness for a depopulated country. 
What is curious is that out of these millions of aliens 
Only 15,000 have been interned, and precisely those who 
fled from the Nazi hell which the present war is 
intended to abolish. 7 | 

It hardly needs to be stressed that the refugees were 
prepared to do their duty towards the country which 
Offered them hospitality. Many of them had already 
long before the outbreak of war announced their pre- 
paredness to fight for France. But the French policy 


- 


with regard to the utilisation of the refugees in time of 
war does not seem to have been very consistent. 

The decree of July 20, 1939, ordered the registration 
for military service of stateless aliens or aliens claim- 
ing the right of refuge. But a later decree published 
on September 7 ordered the male refugees a between 
17 and 50 to proceed to the camps; and a week later the 
age-limit was raised to 65. These oscillations seem to 
detray the intervention of certain anti-alien (if not 
veiled anti-Semitic) influences. 

From a letter published in L’Orpre it emerges that 
even among ‘the interned refugees who had long ago 
volunteered to serve in the French Army in the event 
of a war, only those who have relatives in France are 
admitted to serve in a normal regiment. Other refugees 
are offered the alternative of an engagement in the 
Foreign Legion (which will not fight against Germany) 
Or of remaining in a concentration camp. 

The fact that the refugees are offered the choice of 
a five years’ engagement in the Foreign Legion or of 
remaining in their camp has been confirmed by an 
official of the camp at Colombes. | It is obvious that the 
refugees are morally bound to fight (or to work, if they 
are not fit for fighting) for the country where they claim 
refuge. But to utilise the precarious position of a 
refugee confined in an open-air camp for the purpose 
of inducing him to sign a five years’ engagement as a 
mercenary in the heterogeneous Foreign Legion, war or 
no war, is a very different matter. 


That such a Suggestion could have been made to them 


is an astounding and deplorable fact which is not calcu- 
lated to serve the interests of France. It must be honed 
that long-term engagements contracted under such 
moral pressure will be annulled. 


ALIENS TRIBUNALS 
Home Office Consideration 


[From a Correspondent} 


Twenty-three tribunals havé been set up in London 
to deal with enemy aliens. There are eleven in North- 
West London and four each in South, East, and West 
London. There are also a large number in the Provinces, 


‘one of which (at Hastings) is presided over by Mr. Cyril 


Picciotto, K.C. 

Mr R. Clare Martin, of the Co-ordinating Committee 
for Refugees, tells me that it would be advisable for 
every alien who is interviewed to bring with him reliabie 
testimonials. These testimonials should not consist 
solely of a recommendation as to character from the 
householder with whom the refugee may be staying at 
the moment. References from employers or people of 
responsibility who have known the refugee for a number 
of years are preferable. 

The Home Office has issued new instructions to the 
police. To obviate the suspense which would be caused if 
members of a family were dealt with at different times, 
it has been arranged that the case of a married alien 


_and those of his wife and any children of military age 
‘shall be dealt with as far as possible on the same day.

A.R.P. Work Praised

“ THE LINK” AT CROYDON 


Attack on Ex-Member at Local 
Council 


After calling on Alderman C. H. Gibson, Croydon 
A.R.P. Emergency Committee Chairman, to resign 
because of his former association with “ The Link,” the 
Anglo-German organisation which has now closed 
down, Councillor T. H. Brain -walked out of Croydon 
Council Chamber last week in protest. 

Councillor Brain is Secretary of the local Vigilance 
Association. He declared: “ There are many in Croy- 
don who do not approve of the fact that a man who was 
formerly connected with a pro-German organisation is 
at prescnt in charge of our civil defence.” He said that 


‘he himself would resign from the Council. 


After Councillor Brain had walked out Alderman 
Gibson, addressing the Council, said: “I took an 
interest in * The Link * because it was a good organisa- 
tion as it went.

NAZIS SLAUGHTER POLISH JEWS 


Starvation and Forced Labour 


SHOPS COMMANDEERED 


The Nazi treatment of the Jews in Western Poland 
exceeds in savagery even that meted out to them in 
the Czech Protectorate. 

According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, the 
Nazis have executed many Jews throughout the 
whole of the occupied territory. Among those executed 
in Cracow were leaders of the Jewish Socialist “ Bund ” 
and members of the Board of the Jewish Community. 
Any anti-Nazi remark overheard by spies is visited with 
the severest sentences, not excluding death. 

The Koenigsberg ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG publishes the 
photograph of “a Jewish gun-woman” with the cap- 
tion: “ Beila Gelblung of the Warsaw ghetto was cap- 
tured at Brest Litovsk. She tried to escape wearing 
the uniform of a Polish soldier, but was recognised as 
the head of a gang of murderers.” The paper gives no 
indication of her fate, but it is probable that, in com- 
mon with hundreds of other Polish-Jewish patriots, she 
was executed by her Nazi captors. 


Food Supplies Withheld 


Nazi commissars have been placed in charge of Jewish 
concerns which escaped damage, and food is being 
refused to Jews by the authorities. Severe punishment, 
including the death penalty, is meted out for every anti- 
Nazi remark overheard by spies. Germans are taking 
over all the shops and houses left by Jews who filed 
before the Nazi advance. 

But it is heartening to record that Polish peasants in 
the occupied territory are showing great sympathy with 
the Jews and providing them secretly with food. Many 


Jewish families rendered homeless as a result of the .- 


air raids have found shelter in Polish villages. 

Among the latest anti-Jewish orders issued by the 
Nazis is one instructing the banks in the occupied area 
not to make payments to Jewish <levts. : 

In Katowice, Sosnowice, Bendin, Czenstochowa, 
Kielce, Radom, and Cracow the Gestapo has conscripted 
able-bodied Jews for clearing the ruins of buildings 
destroyed by bombing. They receive no pay. 


Jewish Rights in Soviet Area 


News from the Soviet-occupied area is scanty. Jews 
arriving in Riga from Vilna report “ all quiet.” Before 
the occupation of Grodno by the Red Army, it Is stated, 


the town was looted and many Jewish shops were — 


pillaged. A Jewish defence force was organised and was 
able to restore order. Sixteen looters were shot. 

The Jews are said to have been given civil rights and 
to have been accepted as members of local Sovicts. 


PRAYERS ON THE BARRICADES 


Jews Defended Warsaw 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency, describing the active 
part taken by the Jews in:the defence of Warsaw, relates 
how the Jews spent Yom Kippur in the devastated city. 
On the eve of the Fast, the Jews recited their prayers 
without leaving the trenches and barricades. On the 
Fast Day itself, the Orthodox Jews, in their long 
Kaftans and black caps, were released from active 
defence work, but elected to remain in the trenches, for 
their homes and Synagogues were in ruins. 

The young Jews also played a gallant réle in defend- 
ing Warsaw. Hundreds of Jewish children from the 
Chedarim helped to dig the front-line trenches, and the 
“€hnidren’s Battalions” who helped in building the 
city's defences were largely composed of Jews. 

It was &@ moving experience to hear the old Jews 


engaged im digging trenches chanting psalms and reciting © 


the prayers for the dead. After weeks of the Nazi siege, 
without food and even sleep, they showed great courage 
and often complete disregard for danger. 

Warsaw streets are said to be teeming with wandering 
Jewish stray children whose parents have been. killed.

100,000 POLISH JEWISH REFUGEES 


Organising Relief Work 


At least 60,000 Jewish refugees from Poland have 
entered Rumania, and about 30,000 Hungary and 
Lithuania. Many others are in Latvia. Practically all 
of them are in urgent need of relief. A camp for the 
refugees has been opened in the Latvian town of 
Dvinsk. 

An appeal for help for the children of Poland has 
been issued by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Duke 
of Atholl, Lord Noel-Buxton, and Lord Marley on 
behalf of the Save the Children Fund. Relief work will 
be done, in ‘the first place, among the child refugees 
in the adjacent countries of Lithuania, Rumania, and 
Hungary. The Fund is acting in conjunction with the 
Ort-Ose. Last Sunday, the Day of National Prayer, the 
Churches were asked by the ‘Fund to have the Polish 
children specially: in mind. | 

The Ose in Rumania is sending between fifty and 
sixty special medical units to help alleviate the distress. 
American Jewish doctors and nurses are being asked to 
volunteer for two special medical units. | 

It is announced by the Federation of Polish Jews 
in America that the State Department, acting under 
U.S. neutrality legislation, had granted the necessary 
permission for a campaign by the Federation to raise 
funds for the relief of Polish war victims. 

A member of the staff of the American Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee is shortly leaving for the Baltic States 
to organise relief work. The World Jewish Congress, 
centred in Geneva, is also making plans to help the war- 
victims, 


SLAVE LABOUR IN GERMANY 


‘‘ Economically Useful Jews ”’ 


At the beginning of the war some thousands of young 
Jews in Germany were sent to labour camps, where they 
are now making roads. The concentration camps of 
Dachau and Buchenwaild, where there were some 1,500 
Jews at the end of August, also sent the stronger Jews 
to the labour camps, too. No more have been released, 
however, since the outbreak of the war. During the 
last few days, German Jews have been ordered to report 
“ voluntarily ” for fatigue duty. It stated that Jews with 
a business training are to get “ special tasks.” 

According to the Danish Press, labour camps 
are shortly to be established for the remaining Jews in 
Germany. A small number of Jewish doctors have 
received permission to resume their. practices. 

Owing to lack of men, especially with business training, 
curious developments have been taking place. A Vienna 
Jew who formerly owned a large concern.and who now 
lives in London, reports: “ 1 was arrested in May, 1938, 
and interned in a concentration camp. They released 
me after Aryanising my business, which had a value 
of about half a million marks. I got nothing. The 


new proprietor is a Berlin. Nazi. I came to London with | 


my wife some months ago and my parents remained in 
Vienna penniless, awaiting their turn to get to U.S.A. 
I have now received a letter from a friend of mine who 
States that my Nazi successor has been called up for 
military duty, and that my father has been appointed 
manager of the business.” 

A Budapest message states that Jewish experts to be 
engaged or re-engaged by German Government depart- 
ments are to wear armiets with the initials “ W.W.J.” 
(Wirtschaftlich Wertvoller Jude), indicating an 
“ economically useful Jew.”

JEWS BLAMED FOR CZECH 
REVOLT 


Patriots Destroy “ Stuermer *? Cases 


Following the recent anti-Nazi disturbances in the 
Czech Protectorate, the Gestapo has suspended the 
activities of all Jewish bodies on the excuse that they 
constituted secret anti-Nazi centres. Many Jewish 
leaders are under arrest. Jews in the Protectorate have 
been forbidden to appear in the streets between 8 p.m, 
and 6 a.m. 

The Never Tae, the organ of Herr von Neurath, head 
of the Czech Protectorate, has published a warning to 
Czech peasants not to sell butter, milk, and eggs to 
Jewish shops. Later, it was reported that an elderly 
Jew, named Samuel Kohner, had been sentenced in 
Brno to one month's imprisonment and a fine of 1,000 
kronen for buying eggs from peasant women. 

In an effort to head off discontent, the Nazi 
authorities and their allies of the Fascist Viajka and of 
the Czech Aryan Cultural Society continue to urge the 
Czechs not to be “ misiéd” by the anti-Nazi acitation 
of the Jews, the Freemasons, and the supporters of 
Dr. Benes. But the Czechs know who are their real 
enemies, and have been emphatic in their refusal to 
accept anti-Semitism. Czech militants have been 
destroying recently-erected STUERMER display-cases. 


“ Jews not wanted ” signs are being removed from hotels, 


cafés, and restaurants. 
In Slovakia 


In Slovakia, too, the Government, by order of the 
Nazi military authorities, has suspended the activities of 
all Jewish organisations. The Government has also been 
ordered to purge the Civil Service of “ unreliable”: 
officials who are showing pro-Jewish sympathies and 
to ensure that officials be installed who will strictly 
enforce the Jew-laws and prevent all contact between 
Jews and Slovaks. 

It is reported from Bratislava that all Jewish shops 


~ have been seized by the State and handed over to return- 


ing soldiers as a reward for their participation in the 
Polish war.

ANSCHLUSS DAY IN DANZIG 
Jews Rounded Up and Shot 


Refugees who have arrived in Riga from Danzig 
report that on the day of the Anschluss with Germany 
last month, Nazi storm-troopers rounded up Jews and 
confined them in air raid shelters. Many Jews were shot 
dead, and most of them.were wounded. One.old Jew 
was thrown from a sixth-storey window. Only Jews 
of foreign nationality were allowed to go free. 


ITALIAN JEWS FIND GROWING 
SYMPATHY 


Restrictions Relaxed 


The outbreak of war has brought no change in the 
general sympathetic attitude towards the Jews of the 
Italian people outside the ranks of the anti-Semitic 
extremists led by Roberto Farinacci. It might even 
be said that the reports of the martyrdom of the Polish 
Jews, and of their defence of the Polish Republic, which 
is freely admitted even by many Italian Fascist organs, 


has increased the sympathy. 
Although the anti-Jewish legislation is still in full 


force and the anti-Semitic newspapers still continue 


_ their campaign, apparently with the approval o! the 


Government, the authorities have permitted the pub!ica- 
tion of a book attacking racialism. It is entitled “Ant: 
Jewish Tendencies,” and its author is Signor Roberto 
Mazetti. 

The Ministry of the Interior has announced that Jews 
are free to participate in all fairs and markets without 
restrictions. 

Despite the law prohibiting Jews from serving in the 
armed forces, a number of Jews have been called uP 
with their classes. When called, no questions were aske 
about their race.

On the 
other hand, it found that American Nazi, Fascist, and 
anti-Semitic organisations were engaged in racketeering 
as well as in subversive activities. 


Nazi Literature from Germany 


“ Large quantities of Nazi literature, printed in 
Germany, and disseminated by these admirers of Hitler, 
are reprinted in their publications,” the report added. 

Several witnesses admitted seeking advice and support 
at the embassies of foreign Powers.” The report called 
Special attention to the prostitution of such words as 
_ Patriotism " and “Christian” to the selfish ends of 

these Fascist racketeers,” and revealed widespread co- 
operation between the Nazi-Fascist groups. Inter- 
change of speakers and literature, it said, was common, 
and on several occasions in recent months they had 
made efforts to come together in some form 
Of permanent federation.

BELGIAN JEWS’ NEUTRALITY 


Boycott Campaign Ceases 
[From our Correspondent— ANTWERP] 


The Jewish population of Belgium is keeping calm, 
and although there can be no question on which side 
its sympathies lie, it is maintaining neutrality in accord- 
ance with the country’s policy. The boycott campaign 
has therefore. ceased. The news which spread on the 
outbreak of war that the offices of a Jewish organisation 
in Antwerp had been raided by the police proved to be 
false, and a denial was broadcast. : 

Anti-Jewish agitation is still being carried on, and 
newspapers attacking Jews are allowed to Circulate. 
However, the Government has put a stop to the dis- 
tribution of leaflets. 


FRENCH CHIEF RABBI ON PARIS 
WAR WORK COMMITTEE 


Dr. Isaie Schwartz, Chief Rabbi of France, has 
accepted membership of the Patronage Committee of 
the Paris Municipal Council’s War Work Association, 
which was formed at a meeting held in the offices of 
M. Emil Faure, President of the Council. 

The Association was formed to co-ordinate activities 
connected. with war-time emergencies, such as civil 
evacuation, food supply, and assistance to war-wounded. 


HAAVARA SUSPENDS TRANSFER 
BUSINESS 

Haavara Limited, the concern which arranged trans- 
fer dealings with Germany, has announced that it is 
suspending its transfers, since the basis for its 
activities has been removed. Haavara had been engaged 
for the last six years in the transfer of Jewish capital 
from Germany to Palestine through the sale of German 
goods. 

The company was staried in August, 1933, following 
an agreement reached between the German Govern- 
ment, on the one hand, and the German Zionist Organ- 
isation and a group of Jewish banking firms on the 
other. ' It transferred not only capital of German Jews 
entering Palestine under the capitalist category, in the 
form of German-manufactured goods, but also funds 
collected for Zionist institutions, educational fees, money 


- for tourists, and pensions of retired State and municipal 


employees.

WAR HITS THE ORT-OSE 


New Refugees Bring New 
Training Problems 


Among the Jewish institutions which have suffered 
grievousity as a result of the seizure of Poland is the Ort- 
Use, which has been doing magnificent work in that and 
other countries. 

“ {he main centre of our work,” Mr. D. Mowshowitch, of 
the Ort, pointed out to me (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative) “ was in Eastern Europe, and now Poland 
is out of the picture. We don't know what happened to 
our institutions in Poland, which were mainly traming and 
health centres; but we presume that most of them are 
in ruins. 


Large numbers of teachers employed by the Ort-Ose | 


and pupils with their parents managed to escape across the 
frontiers into Lithuania, Estonia, Latvia, and Rumania. This 
meant that all the Ort'’s imstituuions in these countries were 
now subjected to increased pressure on their existing 
accommodation. It was expected, said Mr. Mowshowitch, 
that considerable assistance would be given im this direc- 
tion by their organisation in the U.S.A. Ih Britam, they 
would concentrate mainly on helping as much as possible 
institutions situated in the allied countries, and reciugees 
from these countries now in England, for whom they would 
establish an additional training course. 


School Equipment Left in Germany 
The outbreak of war, he continued, had interrupted the 


‘ transfer to England of the Ort's engimecring school m 


Berlin, founded in 1936, and catering tor 300 pupils. Last 
year, in response to an application by the Ort, the British 
authorities gave permission to have the school transferred 
to Leeds. Simultaneously, negotiations were opened with 
the German Government, which gave its permission iocr 
the transfer of the school from Berlin. Part of the moncy 
required for the wansfer was promised by the German- 
Jewish Aid Committee, and the Leeds Community also 
undertook to raise a large sum, the balance to be provided 
by the British Ort-Ose and the Central Executive of the Ort. 

On the eve of war they had succeeded in transferring 106 
boys from the school and six masters, but had not had 
sufficient time in which to bring over the machinery, worth 
£5,000, which has been left behind in Germany. As the 
arrangements for housing the school in Leeds had not been 
completed, the German-Jewish Aid Committee had agreed 
to accommodate the pupils and masters temporarily at the 
Kitchener Camp at Richborough. They were trying to find 
means to enable the boys to complete their training, which 
was already in an advanced stage. 

In Russia, said Mr. Mowshowitch, conditions for the 
Ort’s work were very complicated. For about a year, the 
Russian Government. had been extremely suspicious of all 
foreign organisations, and had-actually taken over the work 
of such bodies, so that at present the Central Executive of 
the Ort had no control over its Russian traimimg centres, 
co-operative workshops, and settlements.

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FUTURE OF THE DEPUTIES 


HOWEVER smoothly the Government and _ the 
nation have been accommodating themselves to the 
revolutionised conditions brought about by the war, 
the Jewish community's process of adjustment to the 
existing emergency seems hardly to have been so easy. 
In fact, behind the outward calm of the communal 
life it needed no practised ear to detect the mutterings 
of a coming storm. ake trouble can be quite briefly 
explained. 

In consequence of the stringent ban on public 
gatherings, the responsible leaders of the Board of 
Deputies conceived a plan under which the Honorary 
Officers and the Chairmen of the Board’s Committees 
would, for the time being, carry on the work of the 
Board. This plan was to have been submitted for 


- approval to a.meeting of the Deputies last Sunday, 


the relaxation of the restrictions on gatherings 


_ having now made that possible. 


In the meantime, however, another proposal, 
emanating from distinguished Jewish circles, had 
been formulated. In this case, the idea, as disclosed 
at Sunday's meeting in the letters of Mr. Lionel de 
Rothschild to the Presidents of the Board and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, was to set up a small 
committee of the representatives of leading Jewish 
organisations and other persons holding responsible 
positions in the community. The intention, as offi- 
cially stated, was that this committee should meet 
from time to time for an. exchange of views on ques- 
tions of Jewish concern as -they arise, and be avail- 
able for consultation on any matter on which any 
other Jewish body might desire to refer to it for 
advice. The established organisations now in exist- 
ence would, according to Mr. de Rothschild’s letters, 
of course retain their autonomy unimpaired, and 
would continue to exercise their normal functions, but 
it was believed that, as an advisory and consultative 
body, the Committee would be in a position to be 
of service to the community in the present emergency. 

Now, on the face of it, there would appear to be 
no reason why both these plans should not, subject 
to safeguards, have been worked effectively and 
peacefully side by side. 

But about this simple arrangement doubts soon 
gathered. These were voiced on Sunday. during the 
Deputies’ discussion. Nor will it be denied that, in 
the light of past experience, such questioning was 
natural and tmevitable. The word “ consultative ” 
may be very elastically interpreted in practice. Is 
it likely that some of the energetic gentlemen who 
figure on the Committee would sit idly around, 
twiddling their thumbs, amiably exchanging views, 
and waiting to be consulted? Would not the 
“ dynamism ” of their character, to use the diplomatic 
jargon current elsewhere, tend to drive them across 
the misty border-line which may separate “ advice ” 
from action, especially if that advice was fervently 
offered but politely declined? Also, according to the 
letters already referred to, it is proposed that the 
Committee should be available to other Jewish 
bodies for consultation or advice, but nothing 
is said about the Committee itself seeking out those 
bodies for counsel. 

These or other doubts were clearly expressed in 
the Deputies’ debate. 
uitcred...by. responsible and habitually moderate 


But the fact that they were | 


members like Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E., and Mr. 
A. S. Diamond, Chairman of the Board’s Law and 
Parliamentary Committee, is evidence of un- 
easiness, probably more widely spread, and this must 
mean that unless the doubts were dispelled the two 
bodies concerned would begin their co-operation in 
an atmosphere of suspicion that would be fatal to 
efficiency, besides creating other evils. Mr. Laski, 
who must be presumed to speak with knowledge, 
insisted categorically that it was not intended that 
the new Committee should launch into action. If 
that be so, there. is no reason why it should not 
publicly abjure such intervention in its collective 
capacity. A Close scrutiny. of ‘the wording of the 
letters shows that such intervention is not explicitly 
ruled out. The Committee should issue a formal 
statement that on no account and in no way will it, 
as a body, initiate and pursue policies and actions 
of its Own. Such a declaration would ease much of 
the existing disquiet and help the two bodies to 
work together in useful harmony. 

As the situation now stands, the Board has 
dropped its own plan, and has resolved to continue 
with its.normal pre-war work and procedure, so far 
as circumstances will permit. The new Committee, 
too, will presumably continue in being. Between 
them some accommodation, on the limes here sug- 
gested or by different means, is assuredly practicable. 
One or two caveats, however, must be entered. The 
Community does: not desire, and would resent as 
mischievous, any duplication of duties that the 
Board now performs. Nor could the. slow and 
covert strangulation of the only lay body representa- 
tive of Anglo-Jewry be quietly acquiesced in. _ If 
there are any foolish enough to contemplate such a 
deed, and it is hard to believe it, they should be 
warned that such conduct would only end by 
delivering the Board to its most irresponsible 


elements, and perhaps by splitting the Community 
from top to bottom, 


The times through which we are passing are 
critical for the country and for Civiltsation—it: may 
well be a turning point in human history. In such 
circumstances it is the plain duty of the community 
and even more of its leaders to eschew all strife or 
personal prepossessions, and to rise to the height of 
a momentous occasion in face of an emergency such 
as never before has confronted the modern world, 
or our people in its long and tragic annals. 


REJOICING OVER THE LAW| 


THe applicability of Jewish teaching to the present 
international troubles has often been stressed. but in 


no instance is it more marked and remarkable than in — 


the case of the Festival which falls on this day. Ata 
moment when a tremendous struggle is in progress, 
whose dominant issue is whether or not law shall govern 
the relations of peoples, there comes the Jewish celebra- 
tion of the Rejoicing of the Law. At the end of a 
series of Holy Days and their appropriate services, we 
are reminded that, after all, the sum and substance of 
everything is the Divine Law and the imperious need 
for its observance. Could precept be more timely, 
more imperative, more salutary? Jews do not merely 
proclaim the importance of the Law; they rejoice, often 
with childlike happiness and abandon, in its many com- 
mands. In short, it is not a mere matter of compulsion 
but of happy’ obedience, in recognition that only in 
willing and happy obedience to law, an obedience of 
the spirit as well as of the body, can mankind be 
really saved and the nations dwell securely. On three 
things, have the Rabbis proclaimed, does the world rest, 
on Prayer, Charity, and Law. The genius of Judaism 
saw clearly the vital sanctity of Law and proclaimed 
it steadily. That it is also the guiding motive of the 
Allied States only makes their call to Jewish co-opera- 
tion all the more irresistible. When it is embraced 
whole-heartedly by all the nations, and not before, a 


new and happier era will dawn for: our tormented 
world. 


CONSIDERATION FOR EMPLOYEES 


THe acting leader of the Opposition recently 
stated in Parliament that “a sort of wholesale sense- 
less discharge of employees by firms of all kinds all 
over the country has been going on.” Some economies 
may be forced upon employers, but a rush to dismiss 
hands, as the result of an incipient panic, is not easy 
to excuse. Surely an interval might be allowed in 
which the position could become clarified, which, at 
the moment, it is not. The requirements of the nation 
in the way of man-power have still to be measured. 
According to Sir Samuel Hoare, confirmed indeed by 
many Government experts, in a little time every pair 
of hands will be urgently needed. Would it not be 
more humane, not to say more wise, to retain employees 
at their jobs until the full-speed working of the national 


effort frees them from the haunting terror of enforced | 


idleness? Even the saving of them from such an 


experience during a short period would be an act of 


mercy extended to helpless. people engaged in the 
common pational struggle. 


In the meantime adjustments might be practicable in 
some cases—the keeping of men for a reduced period 
so that, with the help, perhaps, of work elsewhere, they 
may be able to maintain approximately their normal stan- 
dard of living; or the pooling of work, where practical, 
among employees so that a situation does not arise in 
which some are kept at their tasks and others are sent 
into the streets. In this matter we believe that such 
anxieties as have been inflicted are the result not of 
callousness but of thoughtlessness. “Evil is wrought 
by want of thought as well as want of heart.” 


THE JEWISH WAR SERVICES COMMITTEE 


THose who remember the last war will recall the very 
valuable work which was done by the Jewish War 
Services Committee in the interests mainly, though not 


exclusively, of the Jewish members of the fighting — 


services. Major William Schonfield’s plea, last week, 
for its.revival in the present emergency is therefore very 
much to the point. An immense amount of labour, of 
one sort or another, is no doubt being expended at this 
moment. But it is largely unco-ordinated, and a special 
committee, not necessarily a large one, which would, 
under influential control, act in a liaison capacity and 
as a central or rallying body, would obviously fill a 
real gap, besides carrying out the various other functions 
described by Major Schonfield in our last issue. In 


particular, the office of the Jewish Chaplain could be — 


removed to the Committee’s premises from its present 


‘not too suitable quarters. It is to be hoped that our 


correspondent’s suggestion will be taken into early 
consideration and not be deferred under the pressure 
of existing cares until a host of difficulties has 
accumulated. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES AND THE WAR 


THE dislocation which has inevitably followed the 
outbreak of the war has opened up difficulties for the 
Jewish Friendly Societies, as for countless other interests, 
public and private. Faced by actuarially incalculable 
war risks, they have felt compelled to revise their scale 
of death or funeral benefits. Some reduction, small or 
large, was clearly called for, as a matter of sheer 
prudence. But it would be idle to deny that it may 
fall hardly on some of the members, and in particular 
upon those who have been paying contributions for 
many years, and who may now receive only a small 
proportion of what they covenanted for. That the 


proposed new rules on death or funeral benefits will 


probably receive the assent of the Registrar General of 
Friendly Societies is testimony, however, to the. neces- 


sity for the new step, and memibers of the movement 


will no doubt realise its reasonableness in the present 
extremely serious circumstances. 


WHAT MIGHT BE DONE 


AT the same time, the societies, it is to be hoped, 
are thoroughly alive to the necessity for preserving the 
confidence which has for so long and so justifiably 
been reposed in them, and will do their very best to 
maintain intact, and as far as possible, both their own 
organisation and the services this renders. Particularly 


must they consider very carefully a proposal already 
made in one or two instances—in fact, decided in one— 
to refuse new membership while war lasts. They need 


hardly be told that in recent times there has been a 
tendency, springing from the increasing Anglicisation of 
the community, to prefer the insurance 
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companies to the Societies’ various Lodges. This 
process will if anything be strengthened by the com- 
panies’ attitude in carrying out obligations incurred 
hefore the war. It would be as well, therefore, if the 
Societies would make it perfectly clear, through 
judicious propaganda, that despite the present 
revisions, advantages still remain to their members 
for which the companies, mutual or otherwise, do not 
provide—for example, the Benevolent Fund, the social 
amenities, and so forth. Again, one Society is promising 
to review the situation after the was, and to make 
additional money payment if the circumstances then 
permit. That undertaking might well be copied, 
and in 4 most definite and emphatic form, by the 
movement as a whole, which cannot but appreciate 
the great urgency and importance of maintaining its 
honoured position as an integral and valuable element 
in the life of the Jewish Community. Its leaders, who 
have so often evinced their high public spirit, may be 
trusted to measure up to their full duty. 


“IT’S THEIR WAR” 


Despite the gravity of the struggle in which the 
nation is engaged, the petty mischief-makers whose 
béte noire is “ the Jews” are still up to their silly and 
miserable little tricks. A correspondent has sent us a 
stickyback label which he came across in a London 
suburb. It announces that this war is “ their” (the 
Jews’) “ war.” Therefore, it says “ conscript the Jews.” 
Most .of us were under the impression that this had 
already been done! “ Let them fight it—nor finance it! ” 
the scribbler adds. There, again, he is belated and out 


of date, seeing that the Chancellor of the Exchequer - 


has not, to our knowledge, exempted the Jews from the 
7/6 income tax and the other new imposts. But Sir 
John will not relish, and may perhaps regard as 


. reasonable, the Jew-baiter’s suggestion that Jews should 


not be allowed to contribute, out of what resources may 
remain to them, to the fresh war loans that are coming. 


LIKE MASTER LIKE MAN 


PERHAPS the most characteristic of recent anti-Jewish 
vapourings that have come to hand is the anonymous 
letter addressed to a prominent Jewish open-air speaker, 
which after declaring that the war is the direct result 
of the Jews’ propaganda and their vilification of the 
German people—a brazen and ridiculous falsehood— 
goes on to say that unless the speaker publicly 
renounces his “anti-German sympathies” and calls 
upon his coreligionists to “demand forthwith the 
termination” of the war, immediate vengeance will be 
taken on him. This is decidedly reminiscent of the 
Nazi technique, as evidenced by the threats of “ con- 
sultations * just addressed to the Allied Powers. These 
Jew-baiters have learned their lessons quite well from 
theirs Nazi employers. Whether they should be allowed 
to paste them in public places is a matter for the 
Authorities—or indeed whether these agents of an 


enemy power should be allowed outside prison walls 
in such times.

FROM CITY TO SEASIDE 
Warm Welcome to Manchester Children 


[From our Correspondent] 


In a pleasant country district. on the Lancashire coast 
(writes a correspondent) the whole of the pupils of the 
Manchester Jews’ School (Derby-street) have been 
evacuated. They fill the local schools’ classrooms and 
playground, are seen in the lanes, and are billeted in 
every terrace and road. With the Manchester school- 
children have come scores of young refugees who have 
been in Manchester but a bare month. 

Mr. H. Cohen and Miss Stein, head master and head 
mistress, with their loyal staffs, are working un- 
ceasingly. 
resident head teachers, Mr. Charniey and Miss Had- 
field. “ They are both kind, considerate and tolerant. 
When we first descended on them they were so wel- 
come and cordial that we seemed not to come as 
strangers but as old friends,” Miss Stein told me. 
“ They always greet us with a smile.” 


Happy in New Serroundings 


In bright classrooms ranged round a flowery quad- 
rangie sit the boys and girls from Derby-street’s drab, 
grimy atmosphere. With them are 50 refugees from 
the Manchester hostel, studying English as well as the 
other subjects. In one room some of the elder boys 
were taking a Hebrew lesson. Questioned, each. one 
declared they were happy in their new surroundings, 
and by no means anxious to return to the city. 

Miss Stein has worked out an elaborate sysiem for 
She and the staff and helpers in 
relays, patrol the whole. billeting area daily after 
school. Sabbath and holy-day services are held in the 
school. “We are trying to be one big family, all 
helping one another to keep up'a truly Jewish aimo- 
sphere,” she said. Already the sojourn by the sea in 
pure air has made the children healthier and happier.

The “ foster-mothers ” with whom they are billeted are 
much attached to the dark-eyed, intelligent young new- 
comers, In many cases, this is the first contact they 
have ever made with Jews. The vague prejudice of 
the unknown has given place to kindly interest, even 
affection. 


Only one regret was expressed by the Jewish staff. 


It was that no welcome had ‘been offered by the Jewish 
community in the area. No kindly hand was offered; 
no representative visited the school, and no communi- 
cation was made by them to their evacuated co- 
religionists. 


The thirty-sixth annual meeting of the Royal Infirmary 
Kasher Kitchen was held recently. The Executive's report 
for the year states: The Kitchen has achieved a record of 
usefulness; 2,871 meals were served, and the demands are 
still increasing. Through the private efforts of Mr. Noah 
Laski, special donations were obtained to defray the loss 
on the year’s working. A tribute was paid to Mr. L. W. 
Goldberg, the Treasurer, for his energetic efforts on behalf 
of the Institution and thanks were accorded to Mr. Noah 
Laski for his good work. The following were elected: Mr. 
Noah Laski, President; Mr. I. W. Goldberg, Treasurer; and 
the Rev. Jacob Phillips, Honorary Secretary.

GLASGOW 
TALMUD TORAH’S FINANCES 


«“S.0.S.”’ for Funds 


{From our Correspondent} 


The need for a concentrated drive for funds for the 
Taimud Torah was stressed at a mectmg of the 
Council, held recently in the Turriff Street building, 
with Mr. Leon Jackson in the chair. _ 

Mr. L. Daets, J.P., the Treasurer, said that the cur- 
tailment of services and other unavoidable difficulties 
had resulted in the Rosh Hashanah appeals in the 
various synagogues not coming up to expectations. 
They had not to be disappointed with the result in the 
meantime, for it would be necessary to approach donors 
individually, and there was every reason to believe that 
they would continue their contributions as in previous 
years. Mr. Daets said that despite the difficulties of the 
financial, position they had to do everything in_ their 
power to arrange for teachers for the children in the 
various reception areas of Scotland. 


‘Hebrew Education for Evacuees 


A report on the investigations carried out in the 
reception areas was given by Mr. B. Glasser, the Educa- 
tion Convener, who said that they had been able to 
trace over 280 children in twelve different centres, 
some of which were situated near each other and would 
thus simplify any arrangements for providing Hebrew 
In all instances, Mr. Glasser said, they had 
received-the fullest co-operation from the various edu- 
cation authorities. Seven of the centres could be placed 
into two groups to be covered by two teachers who 
would be able to provide lessons twice a week in each 
centre. 

The Chairman said that the Talmud Torah was 
bearing the brunt of the work in connection with the 
evacuees, and they had to make definite arrangements 
for the classes to be held. 


AT THE KIDDIES’ BILLETS 
-Kasher Meals to be Provided 


In addition to providing Hebrew education for the 
seventy Jewish children now billeted in a Southern 
area of Scotland the special Evacuation Committee, 
appointed by the Queen’s Park Hebrew Congregation, 
are planning a kasher kitchen that will give the 
children four dinners per week. , | 

This information was given by Mr. L. Michaeis, 
Headmaster of the Queen's Park Hebrew School, at a 
recent meeting of the Committee. Mr. Michaels, who 
has been looking after the religious and. educational 
needs of the Jewish children in the area, said that the 
local Y.M.C.A. authorities had proved so sympathetic 
that they were willing to allow the Jewish children the 
use of their Institute premises every day for educa- 
tional purposes and as a kasher kitchen at a nominal 


Co-operation of the Parents 


Some parents were with their children in the area and 
they, together with Glasgow parents, had agreed to 
pay the three shillings per child per week necessary for 
the provision of the kasher meals. The parents in the 
area had demonstrated their willingness to co-operate 
by forming a Committee to collect the contributions 
weekly, and also to assist in the arrangements for the 
kitchen 

Mr. L. Daets, J.P. Chairman of the Commitice, 
said that the Education Emergency Committee, repre- 
sentative of all the Glasgow Chedarim, were making 
similar arrangements for Hebrew education in other 
centres. Mr. Daets conveyed the appreciation of the 
Queen's Park Congregation to Mr. Michaels for his 
work. 

Messrs. H. B. Solomon and |. Lazarus are acting as 
Hon. Secretary and Treasurer, respectively, of the 
special Queen's Park Committee, with Mr. Daets as 
Chairman. 


The war-time restrictions have seriously affected the 
annual distribution of the Hebrew Boot and Clothing Guild, 
said Mr. Alec Simon, the Chairman, at a meeting held in 

Board of Guardians’ Rooms last week. Despite the 
difficulties with which they had been faced, the Guild hed 
dealt with every application that had been made.

NORTHAMPTON 


A correspondent writes: The influx of evacuees, among 
whom. were several hundred Jewish children and many 
Jewish expectant mothers, has created problems for the 
local Community. During the Yomim Tovim, special ser- 
vices were arranged. Rabbi Dr. Auerbach, the newly- 
appointed Minister to the Congregation, is doing his best 
to tackle the local problems. Already nearly twenty Jewish 
children have been born in a town where a few weeks 
back the entire community numbered only twenty families. 
Great difficulty has been experienced in obtaining permission 
from the Emergency Maternity Hospital, for Bris Miloth 
to be solemmnised in the Hospital, and up till now we have 
been forced to wait until the mothers are sent to’ their 
billets. Parents whose children are in this town are re- 
guested to communicate with Rabbi Auerbach at the 
Synagogue, Overstone Road, so that they may have the 
opportunity of contributing something towards the provision 
of religious services and education. 


SOUTHEND AND WESTCLIFF 


The Council of the Hebrew Congregation have absorbed 
all the duties of the many sub-committees, including the 
Hebrew Education Board, and are meeting every Sunday 
morning at Synagogue Chambers, Alexandra Road, with 
Mr. Leon Feitelson in the chair. At the last meeting, the 
financial position of the Congregation was reviewed. It 
was stressed that the very existence of the Congregation 
depended upon the support given to Shechita and the 
synagogal offerings made by holiday-makers. The absence 
of these visitors has materially affected the affairs of 
Southend Jewry to such an extent that the future is looked 
to with something akin to wporsvar The Council also con- 
sidered whether it would be possible to re-open the Hebrew 
Classes, but this was found to be impracticable.

HABONIM AND THE EVACUEES 


Contact Under Difficulties 
MAKING NEW MEMBERS 


Now that the children of the Community have been 
away from their homes for several weeks it 1s becoming 
increasingly clear that immediate efforts are vitally 
necessary for giving some Jewish content to their lives. 
Many of the children are asking for some form of 
organisation which will bring them together in groups, 
and at the same time the general authorities are anxious 
that the leisure-time of the children, which is not insigni- 
ficant, should be organised. | 

Thus it is that Habonim’s' work in the country, which 
Started as soon as the children left London and their 
other centres, is meeting both ¢he demands of the 
children and the favour of the authorities. 

At the outset, the. work was facilitated by the ak! 
of the central evacuation authorities and of the local 
education officers. In a large number of centres, senior 
members of Habonim and members of their Gedudim 
have been located, and there groups of the Movement 
have been set up already. | 

These Gedudim have attracted to themselves many 
who were never in the Movement previously. 


Chaverim on Cycles 

A difficult aspect of the problem is presented where 
small numbers of children are scattered in villages over 
a wide area, but even this problem has already met 
its solution, as in one case where small Kevutsot have 
been set up, and where the two senior Chaverim in 
the district cycle round from group to group, and have 
arranged to hold joint meetings at periodic intervals. 

Some of the provincial Pelagim have been more for- 
tunate, as large numbers of them have been concen- 
trated in smaller areas, and in the case of one provincial 
Peleg, its Vaad has been set up again “in Galut” and 
Gedudim have been formed. 

‘One of the chief ways of bringing Jewish information 
to the children, particularly those who may be isolated 
from other Jews, or not in contact with some senior 
organiser, is by sending them written material from time 
to time. | 

The first of this material was distributed by Habonim 
for Rosh Hashana, and consisted of some. notes of 


information, an article describing Rosh Hashana and™ 


its significance, a story, and some games. 


‘J.N.F. BOXES 
Emergency Plan 


The Jewish National Fund reports that in some areas 


the box yield has declined, not because of the lack of 
interest of the boxholder but through the circumstances 


arising out of evacuation or temporary removal. To deal . 


with this situation the Head Office of the J.N.F. has prepared 
a’ special Bank Order which is to be distributed to the 
Commissions. The form is to be a substitution of the penny 
a day pledge and enables the boxholder to pay through 
the Bank the sum of 7s. 6d. 2 quarter. 

J.N.F. workers should have no difficulty in persuading 
their supporters. to sign these Bank Orders and thus micin- 
tain the income from boxes so necessary at the present time. 
Details of the scheme will be sent to Commissions at tne 
earliest Opportunity.

Obituary 


MR. M. A. CORNE (Cardiff) 
A Pillar of Orthodoxy

One of the most Orthodox Jews in Cardiff, Mr. Mordecai 
Alter Corne, passed away suddenly ‘following the con- 
clusion of the Yom Kippur Service. He was present at 
the Windsor Place Synagogue during the day, and after 
Neilah he proceeded to the home of the President of the 
Congregation, Mr. A. Hauser (his son-in-law) to break the 
Fast. After reciting the Habdalah, he collapsed and died 
in the arms of his daughter, Mrs. Hauser. Mr. Corne, 
who was seventy-two years old, came from Poland thirty- 
five years ago and settled in Cardiff, where he and his 
family interested themselves in communal work. The 
deceased was one of the founders of the Edwards Terrace 
Synagogue, which later became the Windsor Place New 
ticbrew Congregation, and a founder of the Chevra Shass. 
He was a life-long adherent of the teachings of the Torah, 
and was highly respected for his modesty and piety. He 
is survived by five sons and three daughters. The funeral 
at the cemetery of the Windsor Place Congregation was 
largely attended.

It is pointed out, for instance, 
that some of the institutions that. until 
now have been organised on a daily basis 
are now perforce resident homes with 
increased needs for their inmates. 


The Jewish Day Nursery is a case in 


point. Mrs, Alice Model tells me that 


instead of receiving children from morn- 
ing till evening, the Nursery will in future 
have to accommodate them entirely, and 
in their new country Home additional 
garments for sleeping in are urgently 
required. There are Jewish day schools 
and other institutions similarly placed, 
but at the same time there is evidence of 
considerable numbers of persons still in 
those centres where Jewish institutions 
operate. It would seem that any drastic 
diverting of the help given by Jewish 
women should not therefore be made. 


By all means let Sewing Guilds work for . 


the Red Cross, but let them not forget the 


needs of their own specific ally Jewish 
Charities. 


Mrs. Robert Solomon is among those 
Jewish women who have given hospitality 
in their country houses to evacuated 
London school children.

JEWISH COOKERY 


APPLES 


When baking remove the cores, and to 
avoid monotony fill the cavities with any 
of the following: jam or marmalade; mince- 
meat; chopped dates, figs, or seedless raisins, 
with or without a few chopped nuts; brown 
sugar moistened with. margarine and 
flavoured with cinnamon, lemon rind, or 
cloves. Bake on the serving dish, into which 
pour a cup of water and a good sprinkling 
of brown sugar or a tablespoonful or two of 
golden syrup. 


Apple Salads 


Apple and celery: Take equal quantities 
of diced apple and shredded celery, dress 
with French dressing, heap up on lettuce 
leaves, and garnish with chopped gherkin. 


Cream cheese, nut, and apple: Add some 
finely-chopped nuts to cream cheese, season 
with salt and pepper, and roll. into balls. 
Peel some apples and cut into rings half an 
inch thick; remove the core. Arrange the 
apple slices on a bed of shredded iettuce, 
with a cheese ball in the centre of each; 
garnish with tomato or radish roses and 
hand salad cream separately. 


Apple and beetroot: Mix equal quantities 
of diced apple and cooked potato and half 
the quantity of diced beetroot; season with 
salt and pepper, dress with oil and vinegar, 
and sprinkle with chopped capers . 

Apple cup salads: Apple “cups” make 
Choose red 
apples of equal size, polish well, and cut 
and slice off the stem end. Hollow out the 
centres to form cups and moisten the insides 
with oil and vinegar. These are then filled, 
according to fancy, e.g., (1) finely minced 


chicken or veal, finely chopped apple, and 
chopped gherkin, moistened with mayor 
naise; (2) chopped tongué, apple, and beet- 
root, moistened with salad dressing: (3) 
apple pulp, sliced banana, and green peas, 
moistened with salad dressing and sprinkled 
with nuts; and (4) shredded celery and apple. 


Savoury Apples 


PEEL and core some large cooking apples, 
removing, sufficient pulp from the centre to 
form a good-sized cavity. Fill the cavity 
with well-drained boiled onions mixed with 


breadcrumbs and flavoured with sage, salt, 


and pepper. 
broken. 
Or fill the cavities with sausage-meat to 
which add a little finely-chopped onion. 
Press this down solidly, allowing a little of 


Bake till just tender but not 


_ the mixture above the apple; bake till just 


tender but not broken and serve on rounds 
of toast. Hand thick gravy separately. 


Apple Pancakes 


MAKE pancakes in the usual way, and 
. before rolling up put a spoonful of lemon- 
flavoured stewed apple in the centre. 


Apple Charlotte 


STEW to a pulp as many apples as re- 
quired, sweetening slightly and flavouring 
with lemon rind and juice. Cut some thin 
slices of bread, dip in oiled vegetable fat, 
and press against the sides of a baking dish; 
= in the apple, and cover with slices of 

ad also dipped in vegetable fat. Sprinkle 
with brown sugar, add a few knobs of fat (if 
available), and bake in a moderate oven for 
about three-quarters of an hour. 

This will look very attractive if a shallow 


round dish is used and the bread around the 


dish is cut into triangular shapes.

Problems of the Adolescent 


The Needs of Youth. By A. E. MorGan. Humphrey 
Milford, Oxford University Press, 10s. 

The trustees of the King George's Jubilee Trust have 
done the youth of this country great service in inviting 
Dr. A. E. Morgan to write this report. 

The author describes it as “a survey of social, 
educational, industrial, and recreational conditions 
insofar as they touch the adolescent,” ie., a boy or 
girl who has reached the fourteenth but has not reached 
the eighteenth birthday. The book amply justifies that 
description, but it is a great deal more than that. It 
is a vivid record of a voyage of discovery into the fields 
of endeavour for the young. Facts are set out with 
clarity and problems are discussed with a brilliance 
which always interests and provokes to thought. 

Dr. Morgan emphasises two of his conclusions: 
first, “ that the boy and girl must not be thrown into 


the world of work at fourteen or even fifteen. If they — 


are not to be wasted, the educational process must 
continue on a compulsory part-time basis until 
eighteen. Secondly, it must be so organised that it 
fits the growing citizen not only for work but for the 
increasing problem of leisure which in modern condi- 
tions has become one of vital importance.” 


The Right Use of Leisure 
Dr. Morgan enables the reader to examine these 


conclusions by impartial descriptions, interspersed with | 


shrewd comments, of the machinery for introducing 
the school-leaver into the fields of industry and employ- 
ment, of conditions of life and work, of the problems 
of delinquency and réform, of blind-aliey employment, 
and of homelessness. These form a necessary back- 
ground to the subsequent discussion of the problems 
of leisure and to the comprehensive account of the 
wide and varied range of voluntary activities catering 
for the age groups with which Dr. Morgan is 
concerned. 

The author, in advocating compulsory training for 
leisure, lands himself into difficulties from. which he 
does not wholly extricate himself. He is, however, 


at pains to absolve himself of the stigma. of totali-. 


tarianism, and pleads that compulsion must be 
regarded as a means to freedom. Under his system, 
the public authority, which almost invariably has a 
party-political complexion, would be entrusted with 
compulsory powers over the leisure-time of the adoles- 
cent and could hardly escape assuming the role of 
controlling partner. 

This valuable book provokes the question: Will not 
this youth movement itself create a blind-alley problem 
unless adequate provision is made for the older age- 
groups to enjoy that fuller life for which they will have 
been trained in youth?

STEPNEY LONG AGO 
London’s Oldest Suburb 


A History of East London. By Sir Hupert 
LLEWELLYN SMitH. Macmillan, 12s. 6d. 

fo the ill-informed, East London is a land of slums, 
| poverty, congestion, and irregular employment, a land 
which may be a source of interest but scarcely of 
pride, An inhabitant of East London would, of course, 
deny the truth of the description; but he would be 
unlikely to know enough of the East London tradition, 
or of the great events of its history, to enable him 
to justify its injustice and inadequacy. 

To him, as well as to the ordinary curious reader, 


this book should be invaluable. It is a scholarly record © 


of the growth of Stepney, Bethnal Green, and Hackney 
from the earliest times to the end of the eighteenth 
century. Sir Hubert, who once lived at Toynbee Hall, 
and afterwards filled great offices in the Civil Service, 
and directed the “ New Survey of London Life and 
Labour,” that classic study in economic, industrial, and 
social developments and problems, is exceptionally well 
qualified for the writing of it. 


Benefits From Refugees 
The earliest permanent settlement east of the City 
of London, he tells us, was the Saxon Stebunhithe 
which has given Stepney its name. Stepney, at that 
time including Hackney as well as Bethnal Green and 
Poplar, is mentioned in the Doomsday Book, and it 


is London’s oldest—and often has been its most — 


important—suburb. From the time of the Huguenots 
onwards it has often given shelter to aliens who have 
introduced new crafts and new methods of work. Into 
the history of this exercise of hospitality comes the 
Story of the Jewish refugees from Eastern Europe; but 
this story belongs to the end of the nineteenth century, 
and does not for the moment become part of Sir 
Hubert’s concern. Anam earlier aliens helped in Step- 


ney’s industrial progress, and long ago Gieivved the 
theory that alien labour causes unemployment. 

Some of the most exciting events of Wat Tyler's 
march on London took place within the boundaries 
of Stepney Manor, and in the Civil Wars Stepney stood 
solidly behind Parliament. When we are told that in 
the middle of the seventeenth century fourteen differ- 
ent Nonconformist sects, with a total membership of 
over 4,000, found their home in Stepney, we remember 
the Frenchman's gibe that England is a country of 
a hundred religions and one sauce. East London, too, 
is connected with the growth of English sea power 
during the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. Ratcliffe 
and Blackwall were the natural starting places for 
expeditions of discovery, and it was there that ships 
were fitted out for the Spanish wars. 

in short, this is a first-class book. Students will be 
especially grateful for its explanation of manorial and 
parochial customs, some curious remains of which 
existed as late as 1925, and its full and erudite de- 
scription of religious and secular institutions. Though 
the book is learned, it is clear, and should be easily 
read and understood. Has it a defect? I do not 
think so. 

Those, Jews or Gentiles, who love East London 
should read the book and prize it. J. J. MALLON. 


MAGIC AND SUPERSTITION 


Primitive and Medieval Beliefs 


Jewish Magic and Superstition. By JosHua TRacHTen- 
BERG. Behrman, New York, $3.50. 

This book is a solid contribution to the history of 
human thought. Though ostensibly treating of Jewish 
magic and superstition, it reveals very little of a specifi- 
cally Jewish character in the primitive and medieval 
beliefs and practices which it describes. 

Jews inevitably participated in them because they con- 
stituted a cult which had a universal appeal. Only a 
small class of intelligentsia, in advance of their age, had 


liberated their minds from the fantasies of supersti- 


tion. The author reminds us that certain Rabbis were 
among this select circle, notably Maimonides, lbn Ezra, 
and Hai Gaon. 

Though Jewish tradition from Bible times stringently 
forbade any commerce with magic in any of its occult 
forms, it obviously possessed a fascination which held 
the popular mind in a willing bondage. Life was so 
permeated with these mystical doctrines and the demand 
for their exploitation so compelling that many Rabbis 
resorted to casuistical methods in order to grant per- 
mission for certain practices which broke the spirit of 
the laws condemning magic while preserving their letter. 


Interesting instances of this compromise are quoted in © 


this volume. 
Doctoring and Sorcery 


The chapter on medicine in this volume provides an 
excellent representation of the popular state of mind 
in regard to the treatment of disease. The reputed skill 
of Jewish physicians brought in its train the charge. that 
they were sorcerers. As there was an old belief that 
blood was efficacious for medicinal and magical pur- 
poses, blood accusations .were levelled against them, the 
indictment being not that it was used for the purpose 
of the Passover ritual but for thefapeutic purposes. It 
is; therefore, noteworthy that the investigation of 


medieval Jewish prescriptions does not reveal a single ~ 


instance of the prescription of blood for = internal 
medicine. 

The interest of this book is by no means confined to 
the scholar or the folklorist. The general reader will

find therein much entertaining instruction, particularly 
in the suggestions regarding the ongin of many ritual 
and ceremonial practices which have grown into the 
fabric of Jewish life. It is somewhat startling, and per- 
haps humiliating, to reflect that, in the view of the 
author, many of them owe their origin to magic and 
superstitious beliefs. One may venture the criticism that 
the author has entirely ignored the significance of 
symbolism in these ritual observances.

THE ARAB MENTALITY 


Stories of Egypt and Sinai 


“ The Back-Garden of Allah.” By Masor C. S. Jarvis. 
John Murray, 7s. 6d. 

Major Jarvis’s collection of brilliantly-written short 
stories deals principally with the post-War period in 
Egypt and Sinai. What he writes about the Arabs and 
their ways is not only amusing—which is the intention— 
but is also good humoured. The author thus avoids 
that unpleasant note of disdain with which other writers 
all too often invest humorous stories about “ natives.” 

In addition, these anecdotes throw a revealing light 
upon certain aspects of Arab mentality, they reflect with 
great fairness the reaction of the, Arabs towards the 
British officials who are sent to govern them, and they 
show, too, the attitude of the British officer “on the 
spot” to his superiors at headquarters, thus serving -“ 
an interesting sidelight on the work and thought of 
British administrators throughout the Empire. 

The story entitled “ The Romantic Arab™ is certainly 
diverting, and is especially interesting because it deals 
with the now famous gardens of Wadi Gedeirat; but the 
statement that “ never yet has this peculiar >cople shown 
the slightest eye for beauty or desire for decoration ™ 
is surely very far from the mark, and would still be 
even if it were applied only to the Beduin and not to 


the Arabs as a whole, which is the apparent suggestion 


of the sentence. Again, in a story which at the same 

time explains the plentiful supply of labour available for 

archeological work in Sinai, we find this remark: 
. the Arab, the keynote of whose existence is cupidity 


_combined with the idea of getting something for nothing, 


is firmly of opinion that the Egyptologist is digging for 
gold.” The Arabs, like every other people, have their 
virtues and their vices, but they cannot in fairness be 
accused of greater cupidity than, say, any Western 


oples.

Observances and Their Meaning 


Jewish Life Interpreted. By the Rev. L LivincsTone. 
Goldston, 5s. 

This attractive little volume is not so formidable for 
the most part as its title might lead one to assume, 
and, as the preface points out, it is intended for the 
layman rather than for the scholar. Lhough a tew 
theological problems are discussed, the bulk of the 


_. book, and certainly the most attractive part of nt, deals 


with the significance of various Jewish observances. 
Part I contains miscellaneous articles and addresses, 
mainly concerned with the Festivals. The first of 
them, entitled “ The Religion of the Home,” contains 
some wise observations, which are obviously the fruit 
of long practical experience in a large Congregation. 
Mr. Livingstone calls attention to the danger which 


parents run in allowing non-Jewish nurses or gover-— 


nesses. to discuss religion with their children. The evil 

is even wider. For an incalculable amount of harm 

can be done by the ignorant chatter of servants, and 

the bogies which they raise in the little child's md

may often persist for years afterwards without being 
eradicated or even detected. 

Part Il consists of a series of questions and answers 
on all sorts of Jewish topics, mainly those connected 
with observance. Some of these explanations do not 
altogether commend themselves, while interspersed are 
the author's views on such gigantic problems as the 
reward of virtue and our belief in the Messiah. They 
are quite out of place here, and cannot possibly be 
handled in a paragraph or two. Moreover, more care- 
ful revision would have been desirable to make a real 
unit of the book; to avoid needless repetitions, and 
to secure uniformity in the transliteration of Hebrew 
words, 

There ts, undoubtedly, much in the volume that will 


interest the everyday Jew. The references to. 


authorities and the index are valuable. And the 
warmth and feeling that show themselves in many of 
the pages leave one with a pleasant taste and a desire 
to turn to the book again.

_A HEBREW GRAMMAR 


For: Practical Classroom Use 


A Practical Grammar for Classical Hebrew. By J. 
WEINGREEN. Oxford University Press, 10s. 

Ihe purpose of this book, written by the Professor 
of Hebrew at Trinity College, Dublin, is defined by its 
title. It is intended, for practical use in classroom, and 
planned to provide the student with a working know- 
ledge of classical Hebrew, so as to enable him, in. the 
words of Professor R. M. Gwyn, in his foreword to 
the volume, “to begin the actual study of the Old 
Testament without unnecessary delay.” 

Ihe book is, however, more than a mere compilation 
of rules, paradigms, and declensions. As an experienced 
teacher, the author fully realises that while. memory 
plays an important part in the mastery of Hebrew 
grammar it can neither accurately grasp the great variety 
of forms nor retain them unless supported by an 
analysing and combining intelligence tha: transforms 
that which at first sight appears strange and arbitrary 
into something pervaded by a clear and understandable 
law. This intelligence is what the author has set him- 
self to supply. 

The result has been a grammar written on the simplest 
possible lines, free from heavy technicalities and com- 
plicated non-essentials—a grammar in which all the rules 
are explained from the point of view of ordinary speech, 
and presented in a manner sitifficiently interesting as to 
render the task of the student comparatively smooth and 
easy. 

Despite its distinctive merits, the work is not free 
from errors. It ts, for instance, inaccurate to state 


(page 103) that the Oa/ of the verb 3 M7 (to fight) ts not 
to be found at all in the Bible: and similar is the state- 
ment (on page 107, note d) that the form 737 18 used 


instead of 737 only when followed by a noun. 

A special feature of the volume ts the arrangement 
of well-graduated exercises, aflording abundant oppor- 
tunities to put to practice the knowledge acquired and 
serving as a good introduction to the study of the Bible 
in the Hebrew original.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


CHAOS AND ORDER 


“ Now the earth was unformed and void, and dark- 
ness was upon the face of the deep; and the Spirit 
of God hovered over the face of the waters. And God 
said: Let there be light. And there was light.”— 
(Genesis i, 2-3.) 


Understand these words as nothing more than a 
statement of physical fact and their whole beauty and 
deeper truth are missed. Interpret them, however, as 
the enunciation of an eternal law of the universe, 
applicable not only at the Creation but for all time, and 
they disclose a vital principle. Before the Spirit of 
God became operative and only “hovered over the 
face of the waters,” primeval matter was unformed and 
enshrouded in darkness. As soon as the Spirit became 
dynamic, the pall of gloom lifted and light shone forth. 
The mass-of material which had been in chaotic con- 
fusion began to assume shape and ‘order. Life made 
its appearance, first in its lowest stages, then in higher 
forms, until man appeared upon the earth. 

That is the motif of the first chapter of Genesis, 


- and this motif continues through the Bible, through 


all history, down to this day. The Spirit of God did 
not become inactive on the first Sabbath, but remained 
permanently in action; otherwise the order of the 
universe would have dissolved into chaos. Here we 
are to look for the supremely great message of the 
Creation-story in Genesis, a doctrine which is un- 
affected by the theory of evolution put forward by 
scientists to.explain the cosmic system. 

There have been many epochs in the annals of 
history which provide siriking confirmation of this 
truth, times when all that is noble and enlightening 
in man seemed at the point of extinction. “ And dark- 
ness was upon the face of the deep —the phrase 


- might well be applied to the periods of ignorance and 


grossest superstition during which men sank into a 
morass of moral decadence*and the pure light of 
knowledge and reason was dimmed. At such times 
mankind seemed doomed to slip down into the depths; 
but a turn was given to events which directed their 
steps upwards. In these reactions the Spirit of God 
moved, and order displaced chaos. 3 

Should we not discover here the key to the problem 
which is. exercising so many anxious minds to-day? 
Where is God while such terrible perils threaten His 
creatures? it is asked. How can He, a loving Father, 
permit’ us to suffer so acutely? What these ques- 
tioners fail to understand is that the world has fallen 
upon such dangerous times for the very reason that 
the Spirit of God is being: deliberately opposed by the 


will of man. Peoples and individuals obscure God's 


light, and cry out because it is dark. 

Ihe world has indeed darkened around us. We 
Jews, particularly, can feel with Mr. H. G. Wells when 
he writes: “ The spectacle of evil in the world during 
the past half-dozen years—the wanton destruction of 
homes, the ruthless hounding of decent folk into exile, 
the bombings of -open’ cities, the cold-blooded 
massacres and mutilations of children and defenceless 
gentle people, the rapes and filthy humiliations, and, 
above all, the return of deliberate and organised tor- 
ture, mental torment, and fear to a world from which 
such things had seemed well-nigh banished—has come 
near to breaking my spirit altogether.” But are not 
all these evils, which are breaking the spirit of so 
many, nothing else than flagrant violations of the 
Creator's will and abuse of moral principles? 

To those who would presume to criticise God in 
these days of stress and strain, brought about by 
human wickedness, we. might well address the. words 
of Koheleth: “ Behold, this only. have I found, that 
God made man upright; but they have sought out 
many inventions.” The chaos in the world is man- 
made. The bases of the world-order become under- 
mined when God's will is defied and the light of His 
Spirit shut out from the lives of men. That vital truth 
was grasped by the Rabbis and is expressed by them 
in the saying: “ Were it not for Torah, the heavens 
and earth could not endure.” Torah reveals the laws 
of human relationship which stabilise the social system: 
their infraction leads to chaos. 

That lesson, taught so many centuries ago, is far 
from being out of date. Its neglect in the past has 
caused untold human suffering and bloodstained the 
pages of history. It still has to be learnt and applied 
in the present. The series of political crises which has 
recently come-upon the world is the effect of rebellion 
against the Divine Spirit, the Spirit that alone can 
direct men along the path of peace and happiness. 

When we are overcome by the sense of living in a 
chaotic world, we have not to seek far for the true 
cause. It is to be found not so much in the political 
blunders of Governments as in their failure to guide 
the destiny of their peoples in the light of moral prin- 
ciples. When the Spirit of God will be allowed to 
penetrate within the councils of nations, “the sun of 
righteousness shall arise with healing in his wings ” and 
humanity bask in the brightness of the security for 
which it so ardently yearns.

EMERGENCY RULINGS 


Duplicate Branch Records 
Asked For 


Service with the Forces, evacuation of members, and 
kindred matters brought about by the advent of war 
provide long-range problems for the Friendly Society 
movement, and many steps are being taken to adjust 
administration and funds to, the new situation. Full 
duplicate branch records are teing asked for by Head 
Offices of many Orders for safe keeping, an obviously 
wise step. Members are being reminded by many 
Societies that the onus of maintaining their subscriptions 
rests upon themselves, and those particularly who have 
moved out of danger zones should bear in mind that they 
must make some arrangement to pay their subscriptions 
regularly if they are to keep in benefit. One or two 
Orders, probably in view of the unknown range of 
liability in modern war conditions, have already decided 
to suspend the admission of new members until the war 
is over. 


INDEPENDENT ORDER OF BNEI BRITH 
Death Benefit Revisions 


Problems arising out of the war situation were discussed 
thoroughly at a Special (War) Emergency Conference of the 
Independent Order of Bnei Brith. in Manchester, recently, 
the agenda dealing with emergency rules for registration, 
including death benefit revision. Such revisions have been 
considered necessary by all Orders because of the added 


liabilities brought about by the chances of war, both to 


members serving with the Forces and civilians suffering from 
at-raids and other enemy action. | 

Bro. M. Redstone, the Grand President, was in the Chair, 
and the Grand Secretary, Bro. D. Dolovitz, read the corres- 
pondence and placed before the members the memorandum 
issued by the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies with 
regard to the regisiering of amended rules to meet the new 
Situation. 

New Rates of Funeral Benefit 


While the consensus of opinion seemed to show that the 
£50 death benefit should remain in the case of members 
dying a natural death, a resolution was passed, on the 
proposal of Bro. L. Waldman, seconded by Bro.. Myers, 
thet the liability for death and funeral benefit shall cease. 
Atter a long debate on the Executive Council's proposal 
making £15 the maximum funeral benefit, with £7 10s. 
on the death of a member's wife, it was finally resolvec

_also resolved... It was agreed that the death levy be 32s. 


snl that any death levy on women members shall yield 
£15 by equal levy on all such members. 


Membership and Military Service 


A special levy of id. is to be imposed on all members 
to be put to a special fund for maintaining the membership 
of members serving in the Forces. 

Provision was made for certain possible revisions by the 
Executive Council. on the cessation of war. Sister Sicre 
and Bro. Murfin were the speakers to a vote of thanks to 
the Chair, which concluded the proceedings. 

A memorandum has been sent to all Lodges of the Order 
so that full information on membership, funds, and 
securities, members liable to military service or already 
serving, evacuation of members, and so on, may be made 
available for Head Office and for-safe keeping. 


GRAND ORDER SONS OF JACOB 


Emergency Committee of Management 


A Special Emergency Conference of Grand Lodge of 
the Grand Order Sons of Jacob was held at the Registered 
Offices, 23, Osborn Street, London, E. Bro. J. Heller. Grand 
President, presided, and was assisted by Brother A. Wolffe, 
Grand Vice-President. 

The Grand President explained that the purpose of the 
Executive Council was to carry on all the usual activities 


of the Order even under war conditions, and in addition 


they were trying to provide against the extra dangers to 
which the war would expose the members. 

Resolutions were submitted giving emergency powers, and 
after discussion they were adopted. They provided, among 
other things, for all powers of management of the Order 
now vested in the Executive Council to be vested in a 
Committee of Management consisting of the following: 
the Grand President, Grand Vice-President, Grand 
Treasurer, Grand Trustees, the Convalescent Home Chair- 
man, and Bro. H. J. Osterley. This Committee of Manage- 
ment will have the further powers now vested in the Grand 
Lodge of the Order, with the provision, however, that any 
of those in office at the date of the outbreak of war may 
be substituted only if they are incapacitated, unwilling, or 
unable to act by reason of enlistment or other cause. 

The Secretary reported that the Honorary Officers of the 
Order were examining a scheme of benefits to be provided 
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for members who may be affected by war injuries. Such 
a scheme would be based upon a pooling arrangement 
amongst all the Lodges of the Order. The Secretary 
expressed the hope that Lodges would take the earliest 
opportunity of discussing the scheme in order to advise 
Grand Lodge as to whether they were prepared to enter 
into it. Meanwhile, it was pointed out that unless Lodges 
excepted any incapacity due to war injuries from their rules, 
members were covered under the ordinary sick benefit rules. 
Lodges were advised to give this matter special 
consideration. 

It was decided that for the duration of hostilities no 
further new candidates should be accepted. 

The Grand Secretary reported that the War Emergency 
Death Fund had been duly registered. In order to meet 
the present situation, it was necessary to establish the nucleus 
of this fund forthwith, he said, and he had been instructed 
to issue to the Lodges the financial statements for dues in 
accordance with registered rule. It was essential for this 
resolution to be loyally and promptly complied with so 
that they could continue to pay benefits provided by the 
Order in spite of the present position and its added risks. 

Lodges similarly should consider it their duty to carry on 
paying their benefits to their’: members, said the Grand 
Secretary. > 


ORDER ACHE! BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM 
Benefits and Administrative Arrangements 


The Order Achei Brith is rapidly adjusting its administra- 
tion to fit in with war conditions. It is retaining its head- 
quarters at Absa House, Commercial Road, London, E.., 
although part of the staff dealing with a section of Health 
Insurance business are now working from Shoyswell Manor, 
Fichingham. 

Fortunately for members of this Order, the most valued 
of its benefits, that.of convalescent treatment. remains 
available. Treatment is provided at the Seligman Con- 
valescent Home, Etchingham, Sussex, under ideal conditions. 

Another important branch of the Order's work is that of 
the Savings Association. Usually the share-out is held 
during Chanucah weck, but the outbreak of war has com- 
pelled the suspension of the weekly payments and an earlier 
distribution of funds. Shareholders of this thrift movement 
will now be receiving full repayment, and it is understood 
that a sum of nearly £10,000 will be distributed.

HOSTELS FOR EVACUEES . 


A Solution to Many Problems 


COMMUNITY’S SPIRITUAL RESPONSIBILITY 
From Rabbi M. SPIRA 


To the Editor otf Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sik,—The evacuation of the children of large towns to 
less densely populated areas, successiul though it has been 
on the whole, nas nevertheless given rise to difficulties the 
seriousness of which was reflected by the last weekly state- 


ment of the Prime Minister when he assured the House - 


that the local authorities were continuing to give devoted 
service to this “ most difficult problem.” 
_ But if the problem is a serious ope in relation to the 
general non-Jewish case, the perplexities and difficulties 
confronting the Jewish child are surely such as to merit 
urgent and most serious consideration by the spiritual and 
lay authorities of our Community. 

it was heartening to every Jew to read in your last issue 
an account of the kindness and consideration shown to the 
Jewish evacuated children by their non-Jewish hosts in 
the reception areas. However, if, in the .words of the 
Prime Minister, a considerable number of children find it 
difficult to “.conquer a sense of strangeness in their new 
surroundings” what should be said of the position of the 
Jewish chila who comes from a strictly traditional environ- 
ment and who is suddenly placed in the home of a rural 
Christian family who, with the greatest amount of goodwill 
on their part, cannot in fairness be expected or be asked 
to go out of their way in order to provide facilities even 
for the minimum of his religious life as an Orthodox Jew. 


English Judaism Imperilled 

We must have courage to face facts and to admit that if 
no solution to the problem is found in time, our evacuated 
children. will become entirely estranged from Jewish life 
and thought. They may grow up to constitute a source of 
danger to the .continued existence of Judaism in these 
Isles. 

Indeed, it would hardly be fair to the thousands of non- 
Jewish families who in the kindness of their hearts have 
taken these children in their homes and who are doing 
everything possible to make them feel at home to allow 
a situation to develop where their hospitality would become 
the cause of disintegration of the religious character of their 
protégés, a thing abhorrent to the Englishman as it is to 
the pious Jew.., 

The alternative that suggests itself with a fair prospect 
of success, one that has already proved its merit in dealing 


with the refugee children, is the billeting of Jewish childres 
in specially organised hostels run by the Jewish teachers 
and social workers transferred to the reception areas, with 
the possible assistance of a staff recruited from refugee 
adults, many of whom possess special qualifications for the 
task. 

The cost per child, over and above the billeting allow- 
ance granted by the Government, would not be more than 
Ss. per week. The overwhelming number of parents wish- 
ing their children to be brought up as Jews under qualified 
supervision would gladly shoulder this financial burden, and 
for those who are not in a position to do so the Com- 
munity would have to make the necessary provision. 

Against the difficulties inherent in such a scheme must 
be placed the consideration that it would at once solve all 
major problems and perplexities peculiar to the Jewish 
evacuee and would thus constitute a source of gratifica- 
tion to both Jew and non-Jew alike. Religious educafion 
in a true Jewish spirit’ would then be a natural outcome, 
and Jewish parents would be able to devote themselves to 
their war tasks with a mind unburdened by a ‘sense 
anxiety as to the spiritual welfare of their children. 

A further consequence would be the mitigation of the 
hardship of separation by this feeling of sprritual security 
and the minimising of the risk of the children returning 
to their parents and undoing all the good work done by 
the Government. The specific Jewish sacrifice demanded 
by this scheme would thus constitute a specific contribution 
to the success of the policy of children’s evacuation im 
general.

EVACUATION AND JUDAISM 


My brother, who is sixteen years of age and who has 
been evacuated with his secondary school, is living accom- 
panied by his Jewish friend, with a Gentile family in a very 
remote part of the country. Recently he wrote to me as 
follows: “We have had services here over Yom Tov con- 
ducted by one of the boys. We had a service on Saturday 
morning as well, when I said the Haftorah, and in future 
we will have them every Saturday morning. I may take 
the Yom Kippur Service. It is a pity we haven't a Shool 
within .many miles, but we use a hall.” When in London, 
both my brother and. his friend were keen members of 
Habonim, one being Mazkir and the other Rosh of their 
respective Gedudim. In this connection my brother writes: 
“ My friend-and I are trying to form a Habonim group here, 
and we are receiving support in this from our masters and 
from the rector of this village.” My brother's school is not 
a Jewish one, and there is a quite small percentage of Jewish 
boys in it. In my opinion, the description above indicates 
that there need be no fear that Jewish children brought up in 
Orthodox homes will forget Judaism. Perhaps this will 
reassure those parents who have had forebodings as to the 
effect on their children of living away from Jewish sur-

FREUD'S LAST BOOK 

The Romans had a proverb: De mortuis non nisi bonum. 
Freud is dead, but his works are not dead. A recent 
reviewer spoke of Freud as probably having more influcnce 
in the present world of thought than any other living 
individual. But as this world-wide influence, nowise 
lessened by the death of Freud, may be for good or for 
evil, it is worth considering what were his last words to 
the world. We have these last words in a book published 
a few months ago by the Hogarth Press entitled “ Moses 
and Monotheism.” Therein Freud undertook to show that 
Moses was not a Jew and that belief in One God had to 
be forced upon the Jewish people by (the Egyptian) Moses. 
Competent critics of Egyptology have very decidedly, if 
courteously, said that this work of Freud has added nothing 
to his reputation. There is one teaching in the book which 
is most deadly. Professor Freud was too confessedly an 


individualist to be in sympathy with totalitarianism, even 


in its Russian form.- But there were aspects of Soviet 
totalitarianism which secured his approval. Thus he wrote: 
“In Soviet Russia the attempt has been made to better 


the life of a hundred million people till now held in sup- 


pression. The authorities were bold enough to deprive 
them of the anodyne of religion; and wise enough to grant 
them a reasonable measure of sexual freedom.” (p. 90.) 
Writing about the prohibitions of the Moral Code of the 
Decalogue, he said: “A sacred prohibition has a very 
strong affective note, but actually it has no rational motiva- 


tion. For why should it be such a specially hideous crime 


to commit incest. . .?.” (p. 190.) We should be glad if the © 
death of Freud meant the withdrawal of this work from 
its place of insult to traditional religion and morali\).—

KENTON’S “ MIRACLE MAN ” 


Healer Wants to Form Narsing 
Brigade 
APPEAL FOR HELPERS 


[From a Correspondent) 


1 visited Kenton’s “miracle man” the other day. He 
is thirty-five-year-old Sydney Frame, who has been given 
that title because of his abilities as a healer. Invalids from 
all over the world come to seek his aid—and go away 
cured, as the reports he showed me indicated. Recent 
patients have included a Turkish Jew, who had brought 
his sick son from Istanbul, and a lady from India. 


“How do you 


account for your 
“miracles’?” I asked. 
“I have a_ gift,” 
Mr. Frame modestly 
replied with a shrug 
of his shoulders. I 
learned that he has 
been a masseur since 
the age of sixteen, 
and that he studied 
at Middlesex Hos- 
pital for three-and- 
a-half years. He 
walks with a limp, 
the result of a 
fractured leg in his 


teens. 

At present, Mr. 
Frame is in the 
news because of the 
nursing brigade he 
wishes to form. The 
hospitals, he said, 
have been emptied, and many cripples and invalids, some 
of them elderly and helpless, have been left to fend for 
themselves, He knew of scores of cases in need of 
immediate attention. 

“And that is where my brigade would come in,” he 
went on. “The men and women I want are those too 
old for National Service who would be willing to train 
as nurses for these cripples and invalids. They could either 
help and comfort them at home or bring them to me for 
free treatment.” 


Her Majesty the Queen, to whom he wrote about the 


scheme, has sent him a letter of congratulations and good 


wishes; and some fifty people have already indicated their 
willingness to serve. 

_Mr. Frame has always been a friend of the poor, putting 
his manipulative skill freely at their disposal. He has 
started a number of clinics for poor people, and one begun 
at Whitefield’s Tabernacle two years ago is particularly 
successful. In this regard, he has a grievance against the 
Jewish Community. Before he opened the’ clinic at the 
Tabernacle, he attempted to open a number of clinics for 
poor Jews at various local Synagogues. In each case, his 
offer was rejected: and Jews have now to visit churches 
for the treatment they could have had at their Synagogues.

Among the many mourners at the cremation of 
Professor Sigmund Freud at Golders Green last week 
was Princess Marie of Greece and Denmark. The 
Princess, who is an aunt of Princess Marina, the Duchess 
of Kent, is an old friend-of Freud.

REFUGEE BOYS IN DEMAND 


The boys in a certain North-Country refugee hostel 
have been well trained in the performance of domestic 
duties, a correspondent tells me. They make their own 
beds, wash and tidy up, and assist generally in the 
hundred and one things necessary in a household. 
When these boys were evacuated with the other children 
of the local Council School and were placed in village 
homes, they-put their training and goodwill at the dis- 
posal of their country hosts; They also painted the 
local hospital steps, filled sandbags, and made themselves 
generally useful. Their cheerfulness and energy were 
soon a main topic of conversation in the little township, 
and the climax came one day when the neighbours of 
some of the foster-mothers of these boys went to the 
authorities and clamoured to have Jewish refugee boys 
billeted on them!

ASSOCIATION FOR JEWISH YOUTH 
Work of National Importance 


{From our Correspondent) 

The Association for Jewish Youth is working very hard 
devising methods whereby its many clubs can fit themselves 
imo the new conditions created by the war. It can be 
readily understood that now more than ever ts it necessary 
for ali bona-fide Youth Clubs to conform broadly to some 
regular patiern, Jewish clubs no less than others. 


Invitation from N.A.B.C. 


That this work: may be confidently left in the hands of 
that very excellent body, the Nationa! Association of Boys’ 
Clubs, goes without saying, bul it is a compliment to us as 
a Community to know that the AJ.Y. has been invited by 
the N.A.B.C. to transfer its offices from Camperdown House 
to the National Association's premises, 17, Bedford Square, 


W.1, so that closer contact may be maintained between~ 


the two bodies. The AJ.Y. has, since its inception, been 
affiliated to the N.A.B.C. 

The importance of keeping the Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs 
open has been voiced in many quarters. An N.A.BC. 
memorandum issued since the outbreak of war stated: 

Last year the (then) Lord Privy Seal made it known that he 
would regard the maimtenance oj the club movement as a maticr 
of national importance in the event of war. Our brief experi- 
ence of the last few days has, in my opimion, made it even 
‘more abundantly clear that the clubs have a great part to play. 
The working boy is especially exposed to the stresses and strains, 
the excitement and boredom of wartime: he may, morcover, 
have to face difficulucs of employment, of homes broken by 
cvacuation or by the calling up of his father. 

A letter on the “ importance of Boys’ Clubs” from Mr. 


H. Liewellyn Smith, the N.A.B.C., was printed 
in THe Times on Septem . 

” it will be seen from this that the work of carrying on 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs is of great national importance, 
and that the A.J.Y., as an integral part of the national move- 
ment, has a tremendous job of work on hand. 


Dr. Israel Feldman’s Views 


I discussed the matter with Dr. Israel Feldman, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the AJ.Y. He emphasised 


that “carrying on™ did not just mean playing billiards, . 


table-tennis, etc.; that the character-forming influence of the 
A.J.Y. Clubs would and must remain the same at all costs. 
“A large proportion of the normal club personnel, 
managers, hon. secretaries, etc., has,” he said, “ become 
merged into the national effort. It would, therefore, be 
necessary to train certain club members themselves to do 
some of the work entailed in running a club, and to appeal 
to old club workers to return and help to fill the gap.” 

This appeal must be answered if the AJ.Y. Clubs are 
to carry on without sacrificing any of their old efficiency. 
There must be many Jewish men over middle age who as 
young men. received training as club managers, and their 
co-operation at this juncture would be invaluable. A letter 
to the Hon. Secretary of the A.J.Y.. Mr. David Mellows, 
Camperdown House, Aldgate, would elicit a reply telling 
them where and how they could best be of service. 

't would be very helpful if the United Synagogue could 
increase the number, at present four, = welfare ministers 
working in the A.J.Y. One of the obvious ways of, assisting 
in reconstruction would be for clubs to_pool resources where 
possible, particularly when situated in the same district. 
Lighting, the strain of running with too few managers, 
and general expenses might be saved by meeting at different 
clubs on different evenings. 3 

“hese are only a few of the problems and difficulties 
with which the A.J.Y. and the individual clubs are faced at 
the moment, but their careful consideration should. be of 
service to the movement.

SiMCHAT TORAH 


The final day of Simchat. Torah. the 
Festival of Rejoicing in the Law, is, ‘in 
normal times at any rate, one of the. 
merriest in the calendar, and it is essentially 
and characteristically Jewish. Can you 
imagine any other people but ourselves 
holding an annual festival in celebration of 
the possession of its civil and criminal code? 
The nearest approach to it is the attendance 
by His Majesty’s Judges at church before 
the opening of the sittings of the Law 
Courts. We Jews have elevated law into a 
very high place in our religious life and thai 
is why we can with a very clear conscience

BRIDEGROOMS OF THE Law 


Isracl is regarded as wedded to the Torah, 
and two representative Israelites are chosen 
in each congregation as “ Bridegrooms” to 
symbolise this close attachment. We can 
be proud of belonging to a race which has 
stich a true sense of right values. not in the 
commercial sense but in the spiritual sense. 
The Torah has proved a comfort to 
thousands robbed of ail material posses- 
sions, and, having that, they have not felt 
really impoverished. Thus even the poorest 
Israelite can join in the celebration of 
Simchat Torah. There is a custom of calling 
up together young boys on Simchat Torah 
to introduce them, as it were. The idea is 
that we are never too young to. begin 
observing the precepts of the Torah. which 
are a tree of life to those that lay hold of it. 
Cultivate that tree; its shade will protect 
you, its fruit will nourish you, its trunk 
will support you! 


CONGRATULATIONS 


May I say, in conclusion, how pleased I 
am to have, from many sources. evidence 
that Young Israelites who have been evacu- 
ated have done and are doing their best 
to carry true Jewish life with them into their 
temporary exile. I have been told of 
services held, often conducted by — the 
children themselves, of classes organised, 
and even of branches of Habonim started.

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Investments and Securities 


The past week has been an eventful one both at 
home and in Europe but stock markets have through- 
out behaved in a most satisfactory and even encourag- 
ing manner. The Emergency Budget amply justified 
all fears previously expressed regarding heavy taxation 
increases, yet it is a fact that once its terms were 
known there was a recovery in markets. Few have 
any illusions as to the cost of the war and it was realised 
that an immense bill must be met by taxpayers. The 
relief from uncertainty as to the exact incidence of the 
burden was welcome. — 

The rally was greatly helped by the psychological 
moment, the day after the Budget, chosen by the 
authorities for the reduction of the Bank Rate from 
4 to 3 per cent. 
this emphasised the Treasury's determination to main- 
tain a cheap money policy, which will mean that the 
war borrowing when it comes can be made on favour- 
able terms. Already a fall of practically 1 per cent. 
in the Treasury Bill rate means a saving equal to about 
£10,000,000 a year on the Floating Debt. 

Late in the week there was a slight setback from the 
best prices in most sections as a result of uncertainty 
regarding the latest German-Soviet developments. 
While they took no-one by surprise, some restriction of 
business, especially just prior to the week-end, was 
only to be expected. 


HOME RAILWAY STOCKS 


An outstanding feature of stock markets recently has 
been the revival of interest in home railway stocks 
which, in the first week or two of the war, fell heavily 
and had few friends. The railways are now completely 


under Government control so that stockholders are 


entirely in the hands of. the authorities as regards 
dividends during the war. 

It is being recalled, however, that in the last war the 
Government. pai@ “compensation” which allowed 
dividends to be maintained approximately on the 1913 
basis. No indication of the Government's intentions 
this time has yet been given but the belief is held that 
stockholders will receive a “square deal.” Payments, 
it is suggested, may permit dividends at least on last 
year’s basis, and possibly more in view of the fact that 
the war intervened when traffics were showing substan- 
tial recovery after a bad year. 

Recent buying has been concentrated on the “ junior ” 
stocks such as Southern Preferred, L.M:S. and L.N.E. 
First Preferences, and Great Western ordinary, which 
appear to offer prospects of high yields and capital 
appreciation if the above belief proves correct. 
Southern 5 per cent. Preferred at 584, for instance, 
yields over 8} per cent. on the basis of the full dividend, 
which was. paid last year. 


Company Meeting 


HARRISONS AND CROSFIELD, LIMITED 
TEA AND RUBBER POSITION 


The Chairman of Harrisons and Crosfield, Limited, Mr. H. 
Eric Miller, commented on the balance-sheet as follows at the 
Company's -annual meeting on September 26: “Cash and 
Government securities stand at over £860,000; these liquid 
resources are particularly valuable in the present emergency. 
The net profit for the year, £345,300, shows an improvement of 
£11,439 on last. year. In spite of difficult conditions, every 
section of the .business contributed to our profits: even the 
China Company managed to put up a good showing.” 

_ Reviewing the tea industry, Mr. Miller explained how the 
Government had requisitioned all Bonded Stocks and, until 
further notice, would take over all teas as they arrived in this 
country.. He then turned to the rubber industry. “* We estimate 
that total exports from all producing countries during 1939, 
subject to freight being available, will be in the neighbourhood 
of 970,000 tons, about 100,000 tons more than during 1938. World 
absorption of rubber in the first nine months of 1939 is estimated 
at 790,000 tons, an increase of 130,000 tons over the corres- 
ponding period of 1938, nearly the whole of which imcrease 
has been taken by the U.S.A. General conditions in the U.S.A. 
took a turn for the better in the second half of 1938, and their 
adsorption of rubber has been maintained at a satisfactory rate 
during the past twelve months. 

“In view of the low level of price at which rubber could 
be bought during the whole of 1938 and the first cight months 
oF 1939, it is difficult to comprehend the policy of United 
States manufacturers in allowing their stocks of crude rubber 
to Gecline as they have done. That policy: is the more difficult 
to understand as the average price of standard sheet on the 
London market from October, 1937, to September, 1938, was 
‘d. per Ib. In no month during that period did it average 8d. 
Per lb.. while in the months of April and May, 1938, the 
avcrage price was actually below 6d. per Ib. 

\t the end of June, 1938. U.S.A. stocks were 295,000 tons, 
whcreas at the end of August, 1939, they were down to 160,000 
tons. - Some $0,000 tons of ready rubber in excess of normal 
working stocks were accumulated in the East by the end of 
8. The existence of those stocks is a safeguard against any

~ it is early yet to attempt to assess the probable effects of 
the war upon the rubber industry. Germany imported an average 
©! 119,000 tons per anrum in 1937 and 1938, and in the first 
~ven months of 1939 62,000 tons. Further supplies are not 
likely to reach her during the period of hostilities. Neutral 
Continental countries will, presumably, be strictly rationed to 
Net own needs. . Outside these countries, activities arising out 
" he war are likely to call for more rubber, but the Inter- 
facional Rubber Regulation Committee should have no difficulty 
in safeguarding this key industry.”

TEA AND RUBBER 


Mr. Eric Miller, in his usual review of the rubber and 
tea industries at the annual meeting of Harrisons and 
Crosfield, Ltd., had to face the changed conditions result- 
ing from the outbreak of war. In the new circumstances, 
views based on the past year’s peace-time statistics neces- 
sarily lose much of their value. The reduction of 24 per 
cent. in the tea quota for the current year, he pointed out, 
would normally have kept the market on a basis giving 
a fair return to the producer. As it is, the Government 
has requisitioned all tea stocks and merchants can no 
longer import tea on their own account. Mr. Miller laid 
special emphasis on the fact that there can be no question 
of any shortage of tea, and on the importance of facilitating 
and encouraging sales from the East to friendly and neutral 
countries. It is early yet to assess the effects of war on 
rubber, but while Germany is unlikely to secure further 
supplies, war activities elsewhere are likely to call for more 
rubber. Mr. Miller commented, incidentally, that had 
United States manufacturers maintained their stocks at 
a reasonable level since 1937 the industry as a whole would 
have benefited, and they would not now be paying sub- 
stantial premiums for spot rubber in New York. 


STEEL PROFITS 

An important report issued during the past week has 
been that of the United Steel Companies, the Sheffield steel 
combine. The accounts to June 30 cover a period of 
depression and recovery in the industry. In the first six 
months, the general deeline in demand for iron and steel 
products continued, but in the last half of the year the 
group operated at a high rate, The result is a balance of 
profits of £1,938,984, which compares with £2,426,547 in 
the previous year but with £1,850,330 in 1936-37. Alloca- 
tons for central depreciation, taxation, reserves, eic., 
absorb £1,559,017 in all, against £1,763,080 previously. The 
year's dividend amounts to 8 per cent., against 10 per cent. 
previously, but is paid on a larger capital. 
less tax, £559,700, against £646,198, though there will have 
to be an adjustment in respect of the increased tax due 
on the final dividend of 54 per cent. The capital is now 
£9.650,000, and- during the’ year a large investment was 
made in shares of John Summers and Sons. The latter, it 
will be recalled, paid no dividend last year, but has recently 
announced an interim payment for the current year. Com- 
ments on this extension of the Company's interest at the 
United Steel meeting will be awaited with interest. 


ORTHODOX INVESTMENT 


When the Orthodox Investment Trust was formed in 
April last, its portfolio was based on what, it was claimed, 
were “orthodox” lines, which should prove exceptionally 
stable. It consisted of 20 per. cent. in British Government 
stocks, etc., 15 per cent. in Debentures and Preference 
Shares, 10 per cent. in bank and insurance shares, 45 per 
cent. in industrial ordinary shares, and the remaining 10 
per cent. in gold shares. Some details now announced of 
the first half-year’s working suggest that the claims made 
have so far been justified. The first income distribution 
ws to be 2s. 2d. per unit net, equal, it ts stated, to £5 6s. 10d. 
per cent. gross per annum on the initial price of the units, 
and exceeding the Managers’ original estimate of 5 per cent.

Star liner Arandora Star, and | had a riote from her stating 
that she has arrived safely after an uneventful trip.” 


Business Men Carrying On

back in his country after doing the round trip to Canada.

BRITISH STUDIOS CLOSING DOWN 


A Temporary Measure 


HOW THEY COULD HELP THE 
GOVERNMENT 


(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


After an uphill struggle to regain the ground lost 
in the film production slump of last year, the news 
that most of the British studios are to close down 
within the next week or so comes as a disheartening 
shock to those many hundreds of artists and technicians 
engaged in them. 

So far, no instructions have been received from the 
Government that studios should cease production but 
they have three problems which have prompted a shut- 
down which may not last for more than three months. 

First, the question of finance for making British 
pictures. In the months preceding the outbreak of 
war, the city was still reluctant to lend money to 
studios. It had not yet forgotten the millions of pounds 
wasted in the film boom of 1937. But the city was 
in process of reviewing the new stability and economy 
of film. production when war broke out. With huge 
sums of money now diverted to industries engaged on 


work of greater national importance than _ films, 


producers have found it impossible to borrow sufficient 
money to carry on. 

Secondly, the readjustment for war-time enterfainment 
standards. Cinema box-office receipts have been 
reduced by half in the last month and whereas the 
American renters still have their home market to recover 
production costs, the British producer cannot hope to 
regain his outlay if cinema attendances continue to 
fall off. 

The three-month shut-down will therefore enable our 
studios to watch the position, and prepare screen 
material best suited to the wartime mood of the people. 
The demand to-day is for comedy either in full-length 
producions or two-reel shorts. Comedies with a 
“home front” or a “service” background are most 
needed. Following them, musical films with a bright 
and breezy. patriotic flavour. 


The Art of Propaganda 


Lastly, the studios have been waiting for an answer 
to their offers to make propaganda shorts for the 
Government. The propaganda films now being 
exhibited have been made by the small Government- 
controlled film units that were admirably employed on 
documentaries before the war. There is nothing to be 
said against the quality of them, the camera angles, 
or the intelligent use of sound and scissors. Intended 
to be taken seriously, the hilarious laughter of: cinema 
audiences in most places where they have been shown 
indicates that their producers know very little about 
audience reaction. 

[he success of the film industry has been built up 
by years of careful research into the likes and dislikes 
of filmgoers and from them every producer knows ‘the 
exact formula required to produce a certain. reaction. 
Their unrivalled experience in the. making of fictional 
films for entertainment of the masses is | surely 
invaluable to the Government at a time like this when 
propaganda films must deliver their miessages clearly, 


_ quickly, and with the greatest effectiveness. 


The film industry is earnestly hoping that the Govern- 
ment will enlist the help of British studio production 
experts; for by so doing British -studios will be able to 
continue production and render a very great national 
service to the country, the cinemagoer, and the Govern-

NEW JEWISH SCORES 


Bloch’s Violin Concerto 


Of recent months Messrs. Boosey and Hawkes have 
published several interesting works by Jewish composers 
of the older and younger generations, British and 
foreign. 

Much the most important of these is the score of 
Ernest Bloch’s Violin Concerto (miniature score, 10s.) 
which one would say is almost indispensable to anyone 
who wishes to comprehend all the richness of this work, 
and especially to possessors of the gramophone records. 
The score is a photographic facsimile of the origina! 
manuscript, and so peculiarly valuable as illustrating 
the composer's methods of work. 

A work which should appeal to many, though 1 
appears at. a time when new music for violin. and 
piano is ‘likely to suffer partial eclipse, is Franz 
Reisenstein’s Prologue, Variations and Finale (score, 
7s. 6d.).. There is considerable depth of feeling in this 
work, and in addition it has ample technical interest, 
so it is a grateful work for both players and audience. 
The composer has thoughtfully provided alternative 
endings which make it possible to play any of the 
three movements separately, or any two in combination, 
and, in addition, there is a. version for orchestral 
accompaniment. 

Arthur Benjamin, whose Sonatina for Violoncello and 
Piano (3s. 6d.) has also come to hand, is the only 
strictly Englishycomposer in this group, and his is the 
only work of these five that I have not heard performed! 
Its score indicates a violoncello part which should sing 
its way along easily and with considerable melodic 
appeal. And how we are all longing for melody (to 
return, these days! H.C.S.
